Federal ruling throws state welfare reform a curve

TWIN FALLS - For months, regional 
welfare officials and business leaders 
pitdied a plan that businesses could use 
to make a difference when Idaho’s wel- 
fare reform begins Tuesday. 

At the time, it seemed like a winner 
for everyone: Businesses would train wel- 
fare recipients for better jobs at no addi- 
tional cost, while those on welfare would

receive on-the-job skills and enhance 
their resumes. 

But in May, the U.S. Department of 
Labor said it considers welfare recipients 
to be employees, who therefore must 
earn the equivalent of minimum wage 
under the Fair Labor Standards Act. 

In Idaho, minimum wage is S4.75 - far 
more titan one adult may receive from

the state’s new limited public assistance 
of up to S276 monthly. And that equation 
has thrown a monkey wrench into the 
state’s welfare training program. 

"It was quite a shock for us,” said 
Joyce McRoberts, director of the Idaho 
Department of Health and Welfare’s 
regional office, during a meeting with 
77ic.’ ritncs-Xacs editorial board Tuesday.

Burned-out bulb in plane alarms airport

TWIN FALLS - A bumed-out landing- 
gear bulb gave a Twin Falls pilot and 
local authorities a scare Tuesday morn- 
ing at Magic Valley Regional Airport’s 
Joslin Field. 

• Throe police cars, a fire truck and an 


ambulance responded to an 11:30 a.m. 
report that a private plane was circling 
southeast of the airport and couldn’t get 
its landing gear down. 

Twenty minutes and several large cir- 
cles later, pilot Bob Frees’ Mooney 201 
airplane - closely followed by a Twin 
Falls Fire Department tanker - landed 
smoothly and slowly taxied to a stop, its 


landing gear down and functioning. 

"It was fun,” Melinda Muller, Fries’ 
daughter-in-law and only passenger, said 
shortly after the landing. 

Minutes after the plane landed, a 
poised and unruffled Fries explained 
what happened.

Idaho Family Fomm tries to ease initiative restrictions 


BOISE — The Idaho Family Forum has 
filed an initiative jo ease some of the 
restrictions placed on initiatives by the 
last Legislature. 

Director Dennis Mansfield says the 
lawmakers went “way overboard" with 
the restrictions they approved last ses- 
sion, to the point where it’s virtually 
impossible for grassroots organizations to 
qualify initiatives. 

On Tuesday, Mansfield filed an initia- 
tive proposal with the secretary of state’s 
office, rolling hack many of the restric- 
tions approved by lawmakers and Gov. 
Phil Ban last session. 


Proposal attacks new legislative limits 


The new laws go into effect next 
Tuesday, but Mansfield’s initiative would 
be handled under current laws. They 
place no time limits on the circulation of 
petitions seeking signatures from quali- 
fied electors to place an issue on the next 
general election ballot. 

Currently, that’s 41,335 signatures. 
Four proposals made the last ballot, but 
three were rejected by voters. 

The fourth, attempting to force law- 
makers to support term limits. Is under a 
court challenge. 

After numerous initiatives were pro- 


posed in the 1995-9G election cycle, and 
all the successful ones made use of paid 
signature-gatherers, the Idaho 
Association of Commerce and Industry, 
the Idaho Farm Bureau and other groups 
got the Legislature to make it tougher to 
qualify initiatives. 

Starting July 1, next Tuesday, initia- 
tive drives are limited to 18 months and 
sponsors must get signatures from 6 per- 
cent of the registered voters from at least 
half of Idaho’s 44 counties. 

Opponents of that legislation, and 
Mansfield, say that will practically stop 


grassroots initiatives. 

"We think they went overboard, way 
overboard" with those changes, 
Mansfield said. 

Steve Ahrens, president of the Idaho 
Association of Commerce and Industry, 
which along with the Farm Bureau 
pushed the changes, said it was foolish 
"to turn back the clock to exactly tile 
same kind of language that produced the 
problems we’ve seen with the initiative 
process, particularly in 1996." 

He said voters from all over the slate 
deserve the right to take part in the ini- 
tiative process, but under the old laws, 
signatures could be collected from just a 
Please see INITIATIVE.

National parks begin to feel effects of warming 


Plants, birds, wildlife, glaciers show changes

NEW Y0RK — In a largely overlooked but 
potentially alarming development in the 
debate over global -.vanning, a study released 
Tuesday by a well-respected international 
environmental group warns that increasing 
temperatures are threatening the United 
States’ national parks and wildlife areas. 

From the heights of the American glaciers 
to the California seashore, from the 
Everglades to the Arctic, the changing di- 
tifTtte is bringing noticeable shifts in forest 
and wildflower meadows, and in sea and 
shorebird numbers, according to the report 
by the World Wildlife Fund. 

The study adds a new, doser-to-home ele- 
ment to the pressure being put on the Clinton 
administration to restrict U.S. emissions of 
greenhouse gases. “The effects of global 
wanning are not merely a future impact in 
faraway places,” the report says. “The first 


signs of climate change have been detected 
and cun already be seen in our own back- 
yards. Alarmingly, many of North America’s 
most cherished natural areas, the national 
parks, are dearly feeling the effects of global 
warming," it says. 

The report drew a skeptical response from 
Gail MacDonald, director of the Global 
Climate Coalition, an industry-affiliated 
group that questions the .existence of global 
warming. 

“We feel the science is still very much in 
doubt," she said. 

Among the impacts reported — or predict- 
ed — in the study were these: 

Forests are beginning to invade the famed 
floral-carpeted Alpine meadows of Glacier 
National Park in Montana, where the retreat 
of the gladers has been documented; melting 
permafrost beneath the surface of in the 
Alaskan Arctic could become sinkholes, 
unable to support their meager vegetation.

Heavy rains bring flash floods to southern Nebraska

Widespread thunderstorms spread heavy rain 
across parts of the northern Plains and upper 
Midwest on Tuesday, causing flash flooding in 
Nebraska. Rain also fell in the South and the 
Northeast. 

A low pressure system spawned showers and thun- 
derstorms across the upper Midwest and western 
Great Lakes from North Dakota to Michigan’s Upper 
Peninsula. 

Up to 5 inches of rain overnight caused flash flood- 
ing in south-central Nebraska. More than 100 volun- 
teers stacked sandbags Tuesday in Superior, Neb., 
where basements were flooded and a city park inun- 
dated. 

The National Weather Service issued a flood warn- 
ing for about 20 miles of the Republican River from

Guide Rock, 10 miles west of Superior, to Hnrdy, 10 
miles east of Superior. Flood stage near Hardy is 11 
feet and the river could crest at 13 feet, the weather 
service said. . 

Two to 3 inches of rain also fell early in the day m 
parts of South Dakota and western Minnesota. Wind 
was estimated at 80 to 90 mph at Meadow, S.D., dam- 
aging trees and power lines. 

By afternoon, the heaviest rain stretched from 
northeastern Minnesota through western Wisconsin 
into eastern Iowa. A tornado watch was issued for 
pans of Wisconsin. 

A few light showers stretched from Iowa into 
Kansas, and a tornado watch was posted during the 
late afternoon and evening for western Kansas, the 
weather service said. 

Showers and thunderstorms also rolled across 
Florida and were widely scattered across the Gulf 
Coast and Tennessee Valley states.

House votes to maintain China’s favored trade status for another year 


Knlght-Rlddor Nows Stuvlco 


WASHINGTON — Swallowing 
its revulsion at China’s abuse of 


dissidents and arms-dealing with 
outlaw states, the House voted 
Tuesday to continue normal trade 
relations with the Asian power 


for another year. 

By rejecting a resolution, 259- 
173, that would have canceled 
•‘most favored nation” trade

treatment of China, House mem- 
bers endorsed the notion that the 
benefits of trade would soften the 
dictatorship there and encourage 
democratic reform. 

“In my heart,” said House 
Majority Leader Dick Armey, R- 


Texas, “I would like to oppose 
most favored nation status for 
China as a way of expressing the 
deep repugnance I feel toward 
the tyranny of Beijing. But ... nor- 
mal trade relations arc best for 
the people of China today and 


offer the best prospect for liber- 
ating them in years to come." 

The vote supported President 
Clinton’s position in favor of 
maintaining normal trade rela- 
tions, and puts the issue to rest 
for another year.

county commission Chairman 
Marvin Hcmpleman. 

The central committee will col- 
lect applications for the office 
and must select three to present 
to commissioners, Grindstaff 
said. Commissioners will make 
the final choice for prosecutor. 

When replacing Rcinke, the 
Republican committee drew up a 
list of three candidates and pre- 
sented that to Gov. Phil Batt, who 
appointed the committee's No. 1 
candidate, Carla Reed, to the 
commission. 

Bevan made his resignation 
effective as soon ns a replace- 
ment can be named, but no later 
than Aug. 1.

Grindstaff said he already had 
a call from one person interested 
in the job. Monday, Chief Deputy 
Prosecutor Grant Loebs said he 
would apply for the position.

ccutor decides whether charges 
will be filed, and what the 
charges will be. People some- 
times forget that," Burdick said. 
“They have an ethical duty to do 
justice, in terms of all the criteria 
in the case. 

“Prosecuting attorneys get 
pressure to prosecute people, and 
pressure not to prosecute people, 
from law enforcement, from fam- 
ilies, from citizenry. There’s' an 
awful lot of pressure to the job," 
he'baid. 

To make effective cases, 
Burdick said, law-enforcement 
agencies need to work closely 
with prosecutors from the start of 
a case. 

The prosecutor also must 
observe victims’ rights, keeping 
victims up-to-date with charging 
decisions, court dates and devel- 
opments in cases.. 

Prosecutors should be experi- 
enced litigators, Burdick saijl, 
because they’re in court every 
day. The Twin Falls County pros- 
ecutor must do both litigation 
and office management.

TV industry moves 
toward system that’s 
more descriptive 


WASHINGTON (/VP) — The TV 
industry moved Tuesday toward 
an agreement giving parents bet- 
ter tools to shield children from 
violence, sex and potentially offen- 
sive language. 

By this fall, parents are likely to 
see the letters “V," “S" and “L" ' 
show up alongside the current rat- 
ings that mm* flash in the upper 
left corner of TV screens for 15 
seconds. 

One or all arc expected to he 
added to “TV-PG" for parental 
guidance suggested; “TV-14" for 
programs unsuitable for children 
under 14; and “TV-MA" for 
mature audiences only. 

But the “V," “S" and "L" codes 
are not expected to be added to 
the current “TV-Y7” rating catego- 
ry, which designates children’s pro- 
grams suitable for children 7 and 
older. Broadcasters have balked at 
that idea. 

Advocacy groups pushing for 
tougher ratings sought this change 
largely as a way to flag violence Sex 
and crude language are rarely, if 
ever, depicted in “Y7" rated pro- 
grams, which include many cartoons. 

But broadcasters objected 
because violence featured in car- 
toons is different from violence in 
movies for adults. Instead, the TV 
industry is expected to add a spe- 
cial designation that would apply 
to cartoons or fantasy programs 
aimed at older children, such as 
“FV" for fantasy violence. 

There’s also general agreement 
on making die description accom- 
panying die “TV-PG” ratings more 
specific. The new description 
would be along the lines of “does 
~ contain moderate violence." The 
description now says shows “may 
contain ... limited violence," 

Most shows now are rated “TV- 
PG" including episodes of 
“Seinfeld,” “Star Trek: Voyager" 

• and “Montel Williams.” 

By tightening dcscripdons, critics 
hope to reduce the number of “FG" 
rated shows, which should give par- 
ents a better idea of content. 

The ratings also would appear 
longer and more frequendy. 

Representatives from industry 
and advocacy groups pushing for a 
change were hopeful the latest 
negotiations would produce an 
. agreement Tuesday as requested 
by Sen. Jolm McCain, R-Ariz. 

"We are hoping the TV industry 

• can soon unveil a new TV ratings 
system that will be more helpful to 
parents," said Jeff Chester, execu- 
tive director of the Center for 

' Media Education. He spoke for 
' parents groups, children’s advo- 

• cates and educators. 

McCain has pledged to move for- 
ward with a bill that would force 
stronger ratings if the industry and 
advocacy groups don't come to 
agreement by Tuesday. However, 
an aide said McCain is likely to 
hold off if a deal is imminent. •

Couple not kidnapped; 
note dropped by mistake 


AUBURN, Mass. (AP) — A 
ready-made rescue note reading 
“HELP KIDNAPPED" fell from 
the purse of an Oklahoma woman 
anxious about traveling the coun- 
try, triggering a 24-hour interstate 
police hunt that ended when she 
and her husband turned up safe in 
Maine. 

"She’s totally embarrassed,” 
said her daughter Renee Ives. 
“Sire’s afraid she can never show 
her face again.” 

Floyd Rupp, 67, a chiropractor, 
and his 57-year-old wife, Rita, were 
driving from their home in Tulsa, 
Okla., to attend a family wedding 
near New York City and sightsee 
in New England. They stopped 
Sunday night near the 
Massachusetts Turnpike in 
Auburn, about 40 miles west of 
Boston. 

After checking out of tjieir motel 
the next morning, they stopped at 
a store to buy a travel iron. After 
they left, an employee found die 
note folded neatly inside a S20 bill. 
It had apparently dropped from 
Mrs. Rupp’s purse in the bath- 
room. 

“HELP KIDNAPPED CALL 
HIGHWAY PATROL,” it said in 
Mrs. Rupp’s handwriting, followed 
by two Oklahoma telephone num- 
bers. On die other side, Mrs. Rupp 
had written: “MY FORD VAN 
CREAM & BLUE OKLA.” 

Police put out an all-points bul- 
letin for die Rupps. News outlets 
carried die story, with pictures and 
descriptions of the couple and 
dteir van. 

The Rupps’ two daughters wait- 
ed by dieir phones. No calls. 

ABC fights damages 

GREENSBORO, N.C. (AP) - 
ABC and Food Lion returned to 
court Tuesday as network attor- 
neys challenged a 55.5 million jury 
award for lying and trespassing in 
a hidden-camera expose on the 
supermarket chain. 

“Making false representations in 
order to get into position to see, 
report or photograph what lias been 
concealed has been an integral part 
of investigative journalism for cen- 
turies,” ABC attorney Nat Lewin told 
US. District Judge Carlton Tilley.

While federal timber harvests die 
past decide have fallen to only one- 
third of historic levels, visits to nation- 
al forests are at tm all-time high urui 
growing fast, Dombeck said

“But we cannot allow production 
to diminish the land’s productive 
capacity," he said.

(AP) — An 
explosion ripped through tin 
aerosol packaging plant Tuesday 
afternoon and released a toxic gas, 
killing one person and injuring 34.

Elkhart General Hospital treated 
34 people and admitted five with 
more serious injuries, said spokes- 
woman Toni Ewing. Some were said 
to have suffered from respiratory 
distress caused by ethylene oxide. 

The highly toxic gas is used main- 
ly for sterilizing medical equipment. 
Medical texts say die chemical is an 
colorless gas used as a fumigant, 
insecticide and sterilizing agent.

Clinton creates new IRS oversight board 

WASHINGTON — President Clinton issued an order Tuesday cre- 
ating a netv board to assist in managing the far-flung Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Clinton’s executive came a day before a congressionally appointed 
committee was to release reconunendatioas for improving IRS man- 
agement. 

The management board set up by Clinton will have at least 20 
members appointed from the IRS, Treasury Department, Office of 
Management anil Budget, sice president’s office. Office of Personnel 
Management and oilier agencies. 

Board members will help the IRS with “the full range of high-level 
management issues," such as operations, modernization and cus- 
tomer service. It will meet monthly and prepare semiannual repons 
to Congress. 

Shabazz's grandson may face murder charge 

NEW YORK — The troubled grandson who bears Malcolm X’s 
name could be charged with murder now that Ids grandmother, 
Betty Shahazz, has died of bums he allegedly caused. 

But even if 12-year-old Malcolm Sliabazz were charged and con- 
victed of homicide, be would spend no more than 18 montlis in ms- 
tody under juvenile law. 

Specific charges against the boy have never been made public, but 
Mrs. Shabazz’s death Monday means prosecutors could upgrade 
ilium to include murder. There was no word Tuesday on any decision 
altout charges. 

Mrs. Sliabazz, who had carried on her husband’s civil rights causes 
after witnessing his murder in 19Gf>, died Monday of bums suffered 
in the fire June I. 

Actor Brian Keith dies in apparent suicide 

MALIBU, Calif. — Brian Keith, the gruff star of TV’s "Family 
Affair” and “I lardcastle & McCormick," was found dead Tuesday at 
his home, an apparent suicide. I le was 73. 

Keith luul been suffering from cancer, said a s[>okeswoman for his 
manager, Bolt Schiller. Tabloid repons said Keith had lung cancer 
and emphysema, 

“He was a crusty old character, but a lot of fun," said Paul 
Doherty, whose fintt handled Keith’s work in commercials. “A won- 
derful guy, wonderful talent." 

Sheriffs Deputy Bob Killeen said the death was listed as an appar- 
ent suicide. The cause of death was not immediately disclosed. 

Keith is survived by his wife, actress Victoria Young. Funeral 
arrangements were not known. 

Report: Nike factory workers not abused 

ATLANTA — Former U.N. Ambassador Andrew Young, hired by 
Nike to evaluate its labor practices, said in a report Tuesday that he 
saw no widespread abus6 of workers at the company’s shoe factories 
in z\siu. 

Young, who made a 15-day visit to factories in the Far East, said 
they were clean, well-lighted and didn’t resemble what Americans 
would call sweatshops. 

Nike, the world’s No. 1 athletic shoe manufacturer, has been 
accused by human rights groups of brutal work conditions and mea- 
ger pay. One report said supervisors groped young women as they 
worked. 

At the same time, he said the concept of workers’ rights is poorly 
understood in the factories and N ike's code of conduct was not 
prominently displayed. He said factory workers need a better system 
for filing complaints and getting them investigated. 

Nike, Muslims reach settlement over logo 

WASHINGTON — Nike Inc. will recall shoes carrying a logo that 
offended Muslims because it resembled the word "Allah" in the 
Arabic script, the shoemaker and an Islamic group said Tuesday. 

Under the written agreement between Nike and the Council on 
Amcrican-Islamic Relations, Nike will apologize to Muslims and 
recall shoes with the logo. In exchange, the council will urge Muslims 
worldwide not to boycott Nike products. 

Nihad Awad, the Islamic council’s executive director, told the 
news conference that having the name of Allah on shoes is partial- 
I ary direspectful because the shoes “get dirty, muddy and sweaty.” 

He said his group would have called for a global boycott of Nike 
products, especially in affluent Muslim communities in the Middle 
East and Asia, had the two sides failed to reach a settlement.

Explanation that 
‘alien bodies’ were 
dummies falls flat 


WASHINGTON <AP) — The Air 
Force is sacking to its story. 

Those weren’t alien bodies 
secretly recovered from a UFO 
crash site in New Mexico half a 
century ago. They were dummies. 

“Case closed," the Air Force 
insists in a 231-page report 
released Tuesday on the so-called 
Roswell "incident.” 

Not so fast, say believers. 

“If you’ve seen an alien, you 
would know the difference 
between that and a stupid crash 
dummy," said Barb Sauerman, the 
switchboard operator at the 
Roswell mayor's office. 

And Decn Crosby, director of the 
International UFO Museum and 
Research Center in Roswell, said the 
report raised more questions than it 
answered — and certainly was hot 
sufficient to let the Air Force wash 
its linnds of die controversy. 

“It’s not going to do that at all," 
she said. 

The most likely explanation for 
die unverified alien reports made 
in July 1947, the Air Force said, 
relates to life-size dummies 
dropped from the skies during a 
series of experiments in die 1950s. 
What is not fully explained, howev- 
er, is how people could have con-, 
fused events that happened a 
decade apart. 

“If you find that people talk 
about things over a period of rime, 
they begin to lose exactly when the 
date was," said Col. John Haynes, 
an Air Force declassification offi- 
cer who presented die report at a 
Pentagon news conference. 

“I have no odier explanation." 

• To illustrate the room for confu- 
sion, Haynes showed file footage 
from the 1950s of dummies dressed 
in Air Force flight suits pulled aloft 
by enormous high-altitude bal- 
loons, dten dropped to earth. The 
object was to devise a way pilots or 
astronauts could reach earth if 
forced to escape at extremely high

aldtudcs. 

The black-and-white footage is a 
one-of-a-kind collection of Air 
Force film and photos, including a 
shot of a fully outfitted dummy 
called “Sierra Sam" standing 
upright with liis arms outstretched 
over the shoulders of two officers. 

The majority of die dummies — 
wliich had skeletons of aluminum 
or steel, skin of latex or plastic, 
cast aluminum skulls and instru- 
ment cavities in their torsos and 
heads <— landed outside military 
bases in eastern New Mexico, near 
Roswell, the Air Force report said. 

But skeptics arc still skeptical. 

“I think this (explanation) is a 
real stretch," said Karl Pflock, a 
UFO researcher in New Mexico. 
But Pflock says he doesn’t think 
the Roswell incident involved alien 
spacecraft. 

Thus the most lasting of UFO 


lore is likely to live on. 

“They’ve got egg on their face 
and they’ve not done anything to 
remove it," said Walter Haul, who 
was die public information officer 
at Roswell Army Air Field in 1947. 

In dtis SOdt anniversary year of 
die Roswell incident, die Air Force 
says the spaceship legend grew 
from a combination of honest mis- 
understandings by people unfamil- 
iar with Air Force operations in 
New Mexico and deliberate distor- 
tions of actual events by publicity 
seekers. 

“Some persons may legitimately 
ask why the Air Force expended 
time and effort to respond to myth- 
ical, if not comedic, allegations,” 
the Air Force report said. The 
essential reason for responding, it 
said, was to set the record straight. 

The Air Force answered the first 
key question in 1994: Was the 


debris recovered near Roswell 
from a flying saucer? The answer 
was no, the alleged spacecraft was 
actually foil-coated fabric and 
other parts of a crashed Air Force 
balloon that was pulling a “train" 
of radar reflectors and other 
devices, the service said. 

But the second question had 
never been addressed in detail: 
Were alien bodies removed from 
the site, carted off to a military 
hospital and the whole thing 
hushed up? 

Tito report says there simply is 
nothing in its records from the 
1940 s — classified or unclassified 
— that raises even the remotest 
possibility of a recovery of 
extraterrestrial beings or anything 
else resembling life forms in the 
Roswell area. The only possible 
explanation, it says, is the test 
dummies. 


Senate backs Medicare proposal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate rallied behind a plan to 
gradually raise the eligibility 
age for Medicare to 67 
Tuesday, rejecting a 
Democratic effort to delete the 
change from a massive budget- 
balancing bill. 

By a surprising 62-38 mar- 
gin, senators voted to retain 
the provision, which would 
slowly increase the current 
eligibility age of 65 by two 
years by 2027. That is the 
same as current law for Social 
Security. 

Despite the vote, the fate of 
the proposal is in doubt. The 


White House wants the change 
removed from the legislation, 
and the House version of the 
bill omits it. 

Defenders of the plan, mostly 
Republicans, said it was a step 
toward solidifying the long-term 
fiscal health of Medicare, whose 
costs will balloon when the baby 
boomer generation begins retir- 
ing in 2008.

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Prom mom 
charged 
with murder 

FREEHOLD, N.J. (AP) — The 
teen-ager whose baby boy was 
found dead in a trash bin during 
the senior prom was charged 
with murder after an an autopsy 
concluded he was strangled or 
suffocated, a prosecutor said 
Tuesday. 

Melissa Drcxlcr, 18, surren- 
dered Tuesday morning. Drexler 
was also charged with endanger- 
ing the welfare of her child, 
Prosecutor John Kaye said dur- 
ing a news conference. 

A janitor found the body of a 
baby boy June 6 in a plastic bag 
in the trash — after Drexler had 
returned to 
the dance 
floor during 
the Lacey 
Township 
High School 
' prom. 

‘‘No one, as 
far as we 
know, knew 
she was preg- 
nant but her," 
Kaye said. 

No decision 
has been made on whether to seek 
the death penalty, he said. 

Drexler, looking grim and 
wearing a flowered skirt and a 
blue denim top, arrived at the 
courthouse with her family 
around midmorning. They did 
not comment to a photographer 
at the - scene. 

Superior Court Judge John A. 
Ricciardi set bail at S50,000 dur- 
ing a brief court appearanec-in 
the afternoon. 

Drexler did not speak, except 
to say “yes" when asked several 
questions by Ricciardi. Drexlcr’s 
attorney, Steven Secare, 
entered a plea of not guilty for 
his client. 

Before any charges could be 
filed against Drexler, the county 
medical examiner’s office had to 
determine whether the baby 
could have existed independent 
of the mother. 

That was done through a 
microscopic analysis of sacs in 
the baby’s lungs to determine 
whether the 6-pound, 6-ouncc, 
19-inch boy drew even a single 
breath. Kaye said today that the 
baby indeed had been born 
alive. 

- The autopsy report indicated 
the cause of death was “asphyxi- 
ation due to manual strangula- 
tion and obstruction,” Kaye 
said. 

Later, Kaye clarified that, say- 
ing the baby either was stran- 
gled or suffocated, because he 
was placed in a plastic bag. 

The prom was held a: a cater- 
ing hall in Aberdeen Township. 
Although several people had 
heard strange noises coming 
from a restroom stall, no one 
realized what had happened 
until several prom-goers alerted 
staff that blood was on the 
floor. 

School teachers and coun- 
selors, told that a woman in a 
black dress had been in the 
restroom before the blood was 
discovered, approached Drexler 
but she denied it was her blood. 
The boy’s body was discovered a 
short time later, and Drexler 
eventually acknowledged it was 
her baby.

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Teen gets probation in sexual assault case 


PORT WASHINGTON, Wis 
(AP) — A teen-ager convicted of 
sexual assault of a child for get- 
ting his 15-year-old girlfriend 
pregnant was sentenced to two 
years’ probation Tuesday, one 
day before their baby was due. 

Kevin Gillson, who was charged 
even though he said lie wanted to 
marry his girlfriend, get a job and 
raise their child, had faced up to 
40 years in prison. 

Some jurors have said they 
regretted their decision to con- 
vict Gillson, but felt they had no 


choice. They said that although 
his girlfriend testified the sex 
was consensual, longstanding 
Wisconsin law says no one under 
age 16 can consent to a sexual 
relationship. 

Gillson was 18 at the time. 

"I have realized I have made a 
mistake. I should have waited. I 
care very .much about that child. 
I guess I’ just beg that you be 
lenient," he told Ozaukee 
County Circuit Judge Tom R. 
Wolfgram. 

Unless the state’s sexual 


laws are changed retroac- 
tively, the conviction will require 
Gillson to register with his local 
police as a sex offender. He must 
provide a DNA sample and is 
baned from doing such things as 
coaching youth baseball. 

Wolfgram ordered Gillson to 
perform 100 hours of community 
sendee, get counseling and “use 
your best efforts" to complete 
high school or gel mi equivalency 
degree. 

He also lifted an order that 
Gillson not see his girlfriend. 


Judge blocks deportations 


MIAMI (AP) — A federal judge 
blocked efforts Tuesday to deport 
as many as 40,000 Nicaraguans, 
saying the court has rarely seen 
such a "dramatic, heart-rending 
and powerfully persuasive case of 
irreparable harm to literally tens 
of thousands of people." 

U.S. District Judge James Law- 
rence King granted a preliminary' 
injunction barring government 
efforts to deport the Nicaraguans, 
setting a trial in the dispute for 
January 1998. 

The 67-page ruling means that as 


many as 40.000 Nicaraguans of an 
estimated 200,000 living in south 
Florida will now l>e able to pursue 
their attempts to gain permanent 
residency in the United States. 

Until this year, tens of thou- 
sands of Nicaraguans who fled 
civil strife in their homeland 
enjoyed a special status the 
Reagan administration began and 
successive U.S. administrations 
continued to recognize. They 
were allowed to work and pay 
taxes while their immigration sta- 
tus remained unresolved.

Bevan leaves his legacy 
in prosecutor’s office 


Richard Buvan's resignation as Twin 
Kalis County’s prosecutor says some- 
tiling* about the man — and a lot about 
the job. 

Bevan, who ran for the office five 
years ago at the behest of a group of 
local residents dispirited about the 
available choices for prosecutor, ended 
up professionalizing the office and res- 
cuing it from both mediocrity and du- 
bious legal practices. 

lie was probably Twin Falls County 
government's most accomplished chief 
. lawyer since Bill Hollifield left the of- 
Tice 20 years ago — the kind of good- 
government. public-spirited D.A who 
: takes a pay cut to serve his neighbors. 

Although Bevan didn’t have a strong 
criminal justice background when lie 
got the job, lie was a quick study — 
and trained investigators and deputy 
prosecutors to work effectively with 
the problems of rapid growth. 

But Twin Falls Cqunty prosecutor 
has become a meatgrinder of a job — 
there are a half-dozen homicide cases 
pending in a county that used to have 
one murder every couple of years — 
and the price it exacted on Bevan’s pri- 
vate life and his family became too 
high. 

By going back to private practice, 
Bevan will probably substantially cut 
his working hours and increase his 
salary. No one can fault him for that 
decision. 

Especially since when he walks 
away from the prosecutor’s job on Aug. 


1, it will be from an office that’s in 
much better shape than the one he in- 
herited. 

Prosecutors now communicate with 
police. Paperwork gets filed on time. 
And cases presented to a district 
judge for indictment usually have 
enough evidence to prosecute. 

■More importantly, Bevan, although a 
Republican, handled his responsibili- 
ties on cvenhandedly. 

Members of the Twin Falls County 
GOP Central Committee, who clouded 
the recent appointment of Commis- 
sioner Carla Reed with demands that 
she join in keeping Democrat Dennis 
Maughan out of the chairmanship, 
should keep Bevan’s example in mind 
when they nominate candidates to 
succeed him. 

tn Reed’s case, partisanship back- 
fired badly. Maughan gained 'more 
stature than any Twin Falls County 
Democrat has enjoyed in a generation. 

Bevan’s chief deputy, Grant Lochs, is 
probably the frontrunner to succeed 
Bevan and, as a onetime aide to ex- 
U.S. Sen. Steve Symtns, has strong 
GOP credentials. 

By most accounts, he’s also a good 
lawyer. But if Locbs is anointed by the 
local GOP and chosen by Gov. Phil 
Ban, he will serve the county — and 
his fellow Republicans — best by 
putting his partisanship in his back 
pocket. 

And by following Bevan's conviction 
that prosecutors have a public trust.

T he national conversation on 
race and ethnicity President 
Clinton wants our nation to em- 
bark upon will never succeed. 

At least not until America’s 
elites stop treating those of us 
who disagree on such matters as ill-willed 
racists seeking a return to the past. 

In his bailyhooed June 14 speech at the 
University of California at San Diego, 
Clinton called for nationwide town-hall 
meetings to talk about otu- differences. He 
apparently hasn't noticed that more racial 
dialogue is the last tiling our ethnically di- 
vided nation needs.

Try- 
talking about housing issues, crime, wel- 
fare or education without being accused 
of racism if your views stray from die En- 
lightened Wisdom. That wisdom goes like 
tliis: White Americans are so hosdlc to the

interests of blacks, Hispanics and odier 
minorities diat die feds must be empow- 
ered to protect members of diesc groups. 

Many Americans, however, including 
large numbers of minorities, believe other- 
wise. We don't deny diere are, and always 
will be, men and women who mistreat or 
mistrust diose who are different. But we re- 
sist liberal attempts to substitute group 
rights for individual rights. We abhor de- 
mands for equal outcomes rather titan 
equal treatment. We also resoundingly re- 
ject tite idea that to combat discrimination, 
the nation must maintain a racial spoils sys- 
tem, whereby the government dispenses fa- 
vors to victim groups that whine the loud- 
est. 

In liis speech, Clinton recalled Ameri- 
ca's former embrace of slavery, the "sting 
of discrimination” felt by waves of new 
immigrants, the unjust internment of 
Japanesc-Amcricans during World War U, 
as well as recent examples of intolerance 
that offend all fair-minded Americans. But 
rehashing the evil tilings someone’s long- 
dead relative did to someone else’s will do 
nothing to solve today’s problems. 

I call tliis the Freud-ization of America’s 
racial problem. In Freudian psychology, 
the patient is urged to dig for the root 
causes of his neurosis in order to cure it. 
Now, our Psychologist in Chief apparently 
wants Americans to delve deeply into die 
national psyche, then gab about our hurt 


and admit our prejudices. That, our presi- 
dent believes, is the next step on the road 
to recovery from America’s "racist" past. 

Yet this isn’t how America will heal. 

This is how we will smolder with anger as 
each group outdoes the oilier with stories 
of past treachery and injustice. That’s how 
ancient conflicts arc turned into present- 
day atrocities in places like Northern Ire- 
land, the Middle East and the Balkans. 

I’m sorry, Mr. President, but America 
has been having a boisterous dialogue 
about race and ethnicity. He knows that, I 
suspect, but simply isn’t pleased with how 
the conversation is going. Proposition 209, 
passed by California voters to end prefer- 
ences in state government, is one loud 
voice in tliis continuing discussion — a 
voice tite president would love to mirotie. 

Ward Connerly, the black businessman 
who spearheaded the initiative, explained 
to Time magazine that his background is 
African, French, Irish and Amcrican-Indi- 
an. His wife is Irish-American and their 
son married a Vlcmamese-Amcrican. 
"What racial box on die university admis- 
sion form is their child supposed to 
check?" he asked. 

Which one, indeed! In an increasingly 
multiracial America, our laws better pro- 
tect individuals, not groups, or we’re in for 
problems that will dwarf our current race 
woes. ' 

Pm afraid that's one part of the national 
conversation Bill Clinton and his fellow 
liberals would rather avoid.

Some accuse BLM of abusing powers 


A t first blush, the story was 
outrageous. 

A ranger from the Bureau 
of Land Management accost- 
ed a picnicking New Mexico 
family and, for no apparent reason, 
maced and handcuffed one man, 
knocked his mother down and put a shot- 
gun to a child’s head. 

"The agents are turning into bullies 
with little respect for public safety or 
property," fresiunan Rep. Jim Gibbons, 
R-Nev., said on the House floor last 
month. “No longer are Americans free," 
he added. “They are chained to the dicta- 
torship of bureaucratic monsters." 

Wait a minute, Jim. 

It turns out the BLM had a videotape, 
which tells a story different from the ear- 
ly accounts spread by the family mem- 
bers. ■ 

The first of four BLM-supplied video 
stills shows the picnickers sizing up a 
parked car. In the second, one picnicker 
titrows a rock through the car window. In 
the third, he reaches inside. The last pho- 
to shows several picnickers under arrest. 

In the end, the picnickers decided to 
cop pleas. 

Case dosed, except even though lie’s 
seen the stills, Gibbons says he doesn’t 
believe it. 

"I would say the five people had noth- 
ing to do with this incident," he said in 
an interview last week. 

As for the resulting indictments, pleas

and sentendng: “It doesn't matter," Gib- 
bons added. “The point is that the BLM 
abused the power of a police agency in 
their actions.” 

Excuse me? 

The vandalism and theft occurred July 
24, 1994, but tlirce years later, the story 
is still apparently too good for Gibbons to 
check. And apparently, if you believe, as 
Gibbons said in his May 14 speech, that 
the BLM is a "power-hungry bureaucra- 
cy” exercising "unconstitutional police 
powers," you can just pick any story that 
fits — even if it’s made up. 

BLM, which tends 270 million acres of 
federally owned range land, wilderness 
and recreation areas, has 204 rangers 
who watch for federal crimes such as 
rustling wild horses, cutting trees with- 
out a permit or growing dope. 

Gibbons and some other western con- 
servatives believe that most BLM law- en- 
forcement is more properly the duty of 
locals. The BLM “does not need police 
powers," he said last week. 

Fair enough, except at a House Re- 
sources national parks and public lands 
subcommittee hearing the day after Gib- 
bons’s floor speech, he and several col- 
leagues took the argument several steps 
further 


Rep. Helen Chenoweth, R-Idaho, said 
BLM is "frightening people"; Rep. Linda 
A. Smith, R-Wash., called BLM "an agen- 
cy out of control"; and Rep. Rick Hill, R- 
Mont., another freshman, spoke of it as 
“an occupying army." 

But the only apparent substance in any 
of this was Gibbons's account of the 1994 
incident at Santa Cruz Lake, which, he 
said, took place after the picnickers fin- 
ished fishing and had “loaded up their 
car and were leaving.” 

Gibbons concluded: "To this day, this 
family has no idea why they were arrest- 
ed." 

Hold it, Jim. They know, all right. 

Court papers say BLM was worried 
about a wave of car burglaries in the San- 
ta Cruz area, so they filled a rented Ford 
Taurus with valuables and parked it in a 
roadside lot. 

After a while, a Chevrolet arrived, con- . 
mining William George Moya, his wife, 
two sons, a son-in-law, a son’s girlfriend 
and two grandsons. Soon all the grown 
males were “pulling on the door han- 
dles," court papers said. 

Finally, Anthony Carl Moya, one of the 
sons, pitched n rock tlirough the Taurus’s 
window. The family reached in, helped 
themselves and drove off with a BLM 
ranger in pursuit. All six adults were ar- 
rested.

Learning what poor is all about 


m ■yhenever I hear par- 
Sfe A / ocularly dippy pub- 
■ / ■ / lie policy proposals 
V/ W or pronouncements 
V V on wclform deform 
or school vouchers, I make the 
same mistake. 

I keep wondering: “Don’t these 
people know anyone on welfare? 
Don't they ever talk to poor folks? 
Haven't they ever spent any time 
in a ghetto, in an unemployment 
office, at a day-labor shape-up?" 

Well, obviously, of course not. 
What a dumb question. 

Economic segregation is so 
marked in tills country diat we 
have almost no opportunities to get 
to know or even see people from 
different economic classes — no 
Army draft, very little public trans- 
portation, not much school integra- 
tion, few public places. Unless you 
have a rather unusual calling — 
social worker, cop, teacher in a 
ghetto school or even newspaper 
reporter on assignment — you’re 
unlikely to encounter people from 
other classes, much less get to 
know them. 

Now comes a wonderful opportu- 
nity to correct that without having 
to go out and work with Habitat for 
Humanity, or even leaving your 
air-conditioncd home. 

Now comes this extraordinary 
piece of work by two teen-agers, 
LeAlan Jones and Lloyd Newman: 
“Our America: Life and Death on 
the South Side of Chicago.’’ 

You may have heard these two 
funny, irreverent, bedeviled kids 
on National Public Radio, where 
their repons on life in the Ida B. 
Wells public housing project fasci- 
nated listeners. “60 Minutes" 
recently did a feature on them as 
they won one of the country’s most 
prestigious broadcasting awards, 
beating out all die networks with 
all their veteran journalists. 

Jones and Newman just took 
tape recorders, provided by NPR, 
around "the Wells” and got folks to 
talk to them. They also used the 



recorders as diaries to record their 
thoughts and impressions. And they 
did a stunning investigative piece 
on the cise of die 5-year-old who 
was dropped out of a 1-lth-siory win- 
dow by two kids aged 10 and 1 1 
because die “shorty" wouldn’t steal 
candy for the older boys. 

“Our America” is the print ver- 
sion of the pieces that Jones and 
Newman originally did for NPR: 
“Ghetto Life 101" and “Remorse: 
The 14 Stories of Eric Morse.” But 
it also includes material never 
broadcast as these two young men 
chronicle their diouglus about 
growing up, from 13 to 18, in the 
Wells. By the end of the book, 
you’ll be rooting hard for these 
kids to make it. “You ain’t made it 
undl you’re out of here,” says 
Newman. 

“Our America” is a fascinating 
complement/contrast to Frank 
McCoun’s jusdy praised memoir 
“Angela's Ashes,” about growing 
up in a Limerick shtm.during the 
Depression. “Angela’s Ashes" won 
the Pulitzer Prize this year and has 
the obvious advantage of being the 
mature work of a marvelous 
writer. All of you who read and 
loved “Angela’s Ashes" will, I 
think, be stunned by both die simi- 
laridcs and die differences in these 
stories. 

Poor is poor. It makes your teeth 
fall out and your hope disappear. 
But poor and black in America as 
opposed to poor and Cadtolic in 
Ireland involves drugs on top of 
booze ami infinitely more violence. 
Jones keeps comparing it to having 
been in Vietnam, a simile I finally 
found persuasive. 

McCourt's memoir begins: 
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"When I look back on my child- 
hood, I wonder how I managed to 
survive at all. It was, of course, a 
miserable childhood: The happy 
childhood is hardly worth your 
while. Worse than the ordinary 
miserable childhood is die miser- 
able Irish childhood, and worse yet 
is the miserable Irish Catholic 
childhood.” 

Jones ends his: "We live in two 
different Americas. ... I’ve never 
felt American, I’ve only felt 
African-American. An American is 
supposed to have life, liberty, pros- 
perity and happiness. But an 
African-American is due pain, 
poverty, stress and anxiety. As an 
African-American, I have experi- 
enced beautiful tilings, but most of 
die tilings I have experienced are 
not beautiful. And 1 don’t even 
have it as bad as.most — there are 
millions of young men and women 
living (he struggle even harder 
than me. As children, they have to 
make day-to-day decisions about 
whether to go to school or whether 
to go on die comer ;md sell drugs. 
... What have my people done to 
this country to deserve titis?” 

McCoun said In an interview 
dial when he finally escaped 
Limerick, he was full of rage. The 
amazing tiling about Jones and 
Newman is that they are not. They 
hope to make the two Americas 
into one.

Rabbi Marvin Hier, founder of 
he Simon Wiesenthal Center, 
aid Austria should hand over the 
quivalem of half a billion dollars 
i gold that it received from the 
Jlies after World War II. 

“If the Swiss who are being 
>rced by world opinion to recon- 
ider, why should the Austrians 
•ho fought for Hitler do no less?” 
Iter said. 

He delivered the opening ad- 
ress at a two-day conference on 
ewish assets plundered by the 


The meeting, attended by 28 
experts from 17 countries, will 
examine how to restore property 
and funds to their rightful owners. 

“Not a single franc which doesn’t 
belong to Switzerland will remain 
in our country," said Thomas Borer, 
the head of the Swiss task force on 
the Nazi era. “It’s not a question of 
money hut of respect to the memo- 
ry of the victims.’’ 

Borer, however, said the con- 
stant attacks on Switzerland were 
counter-productive. 

The government is nervous 
that, in a backlash against criti- 
cism from the United States, the 
Swiss electorate will reject plans 
for a $5 billion fund for victims of 
poverty, war and hate crimes. 
This was one of the Swiss initia- 
tives to quell allegations that it 


was Hitler's banker and siphoned 
off Holocaust victims’ assets. 

Swiss banks have set up a $120 
million fund for elderly and desti- 
tute Jews. Payouts should begin 
late summer. 



TOKYO (AP) — Suicides by 
Japanese business executives are 
increasing amid corporate 
restructuring and a long econom- 
ic slump, a report by the National 
Police Agency said Tuesday. 

The report said 478 executives 
killed themselves last year, up 


from 411 the previous year. 

'Hie number of suicides among 
corporate and business executives 
peaked in 1986 at 487 and declined 
until die burst of rampant land and 
stock speculation in the early 1990s. 

The study reported by Kyodo 
News agency said bankruptcies and 


unemployment caused 29 percent 
of the suicides, with business m& 
takes and quarrels with colleagues 
accounting for an equal share. 

The findings contrast with sui- 
cides among the general populn, 
tion, which were largely attrib- 
uted to poor hcaldt.

In a manifesto of 
its goals, the group pledged to 
use peaceful means, including 
civil disobedience, to bring 
about full democracy in Hong 
Kong and mainland China. 

Hours before the midnight 
handover, the group will hold a 
vigil in honor of jailed dissidents 
in China.

$100,000 recovered in drugs - all with- 
out a single biting incident, Cassia 
County Sheriff Billy Crystal says he has 
reservations about K-9 officer, Quenne. 

Qucnne, a 3-ycar-oId Black German 
shepherd, lived and worked with former 
Cassia County Sheriff’s deputy Tony 
White, Qucnne has since been taken off- 
duty, for now, and lives in a kennel at 
the home of Cassia County Sheriff’s 
Deputy Chris Jensen. 

“Qucnne saved my life, lie was my

Jerome County takes advice, 
will privatize ambulance service

JEROME - A citizens’ commit- 
tee has recommended that 
Jerome County privatize its 
ambulance service, and the 
county commission plans to act 
on that advice right away. 

"This has gone on long 
enough," Commissioner Roy 
Prescott said Tuesday. 

He didn’t yet know just how 
the county will go about hiring a 
private paramedic crew, he said, 
or exactly when it will happen - 
only that it shouldn’t be long. 

The county may ask for pro- 
posals only from companies in 
the area or may decide to cast a 
wider net, Prescott said. 

"We may just open it up and 
put an offer in the classified sec- 
tion of every major paper in the 
Northwest," he said. 

The county has wanted to 
upgrade its ambulance service 
to full paramedic level for quite 
some time and last year request- 
ed proposals from at least six 
private companies, Prescott 
said. 

But only two responded - 
Magic Valley Regional Medical 
Center Emergency Medical 
Service of Twin Falls and 
Unistar Ambulance of Jerome. 

That prompted the commis- 
sion to take a step back and 
appoint a nine-member citizens’ 
committee to take an in-depth 
look at the county’s options, 
including paying to have mem- 
bers of its own ambulance ser- 
vice trained at the paramedic 
level. 

The Jerome Ambulance Com- 
mittee held several meetings 
over the past few months and on 
Monday returned its verdict in 
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favor of privatization, Prescott 
said. 

Ambulance committee spokes- 
man Con Paulos of Jerome said 
Monday that his group also told 
the commission to look out for 
possible pitfalls. 

“We told the commission to 
proceed with caution and pro- 
ceed with your eyes wide open," 
he said. 

Paulos said the committee 
concluded that privatization will 
free the Jerome County Emer- 
gency Medical Services from 
total dependence on the coun- 
ty’s tax base. But the tax base 
also provides a safety net that 
won’t be there with a private 
company, Paulos said. 

If the county contracts with a 
private company, there will be 
the risk that the company will 
run out of money and fold, leav- 
ing the county in a lurch, he 
said. 

The committee also recom- 
mended that a contract with a 
private company should contain 
specifics about expected emer- 
gency response times and other 
performance standards, Paulos 
said. 

Privatization could get a crew 
of paramedics on board with the 
county right away, said Jerome 


EMS Director Clinton Wolf. 

"In the short term, going wicli 
a contract is the cheapest and 
fasted way to upgrade to the 
paramedic level," Wolf said. 

Wolf is now the only para- 
medic working full-time for 
Jerome County. A paramedic 
from Caldwell joins Jerome 
County EMS crews once a week, 
while two others are available 
part-time from Magic Valley 
Regional’s EMS. 

Magic Valley Regional EMS 
Paramedic Director Gilbert 
Schmidt said Tuesday his com- 
pany probably will pursue any 
offers Jerome County makes. 

“It’s a little early to tell right 
now, but our intentions arc prob- 
ably to submit an offer like we 
did last time,” he said. 

Unistar co-owner Larry Wood 
said his company, which 
includes former Jerome County 
EMS employees, also will be a 
contender. 

Unistar handles billing for 
Jerome County EMS and helps 
the county during some emer- 
gencies that call for paramedics, 
Wood said.

RUPERT - Minidoka County 
students could have improved 
access to school computer labs, 
and earlier in the school year, if 
the School Board accepts a new 
technology grant totaling nearly 
$190,000 at Thursday night's 
meeting. 

The state grant is designed to 
pay for quicker technology 
updates in school computer labs. 

In response to several recom- 
mendations made to the Idaho 
Council for Technology and 
Learning by school districts 
statewide, the State Board of 
Education is offering districts a 
new option to receive half of 
their grant money on Aug. 15. In 
order to get it, districts need to 
submit their grant application 
and progress report by a new 
July 1 deadline, said Rich 
Mincer, supervisor of education 
and technology for the State 
Department of Education. 

"The overall underwriting of 
this option is getting state money 
to the districts faster," Mincer 
said. "We’re asking the districts 
to file their technology accounts 
at the same time they file all 
other state accounts which is easi- 
er on district and easier on us.” 

Previously, the only deadline

Police report ‘quite a few calls’ of strange sightings north of Las Vegas 


I .AS VEGAS (AP) — Is there someone 
nut there? 

If so, cun you please dim the lights? 

Lis Vegas Metro Police report "quite a 
few calls’* Monday night from people 
sighting strange lights in the skies north- 
west of the city, in the direction of the 
top secret Area 51 base. 

Similar phenomena have been report- 
ed in Arizona. 

A police dispatcher who declined to 
give her name said site and other family 
members spotted the mysterious objects 
hovering in the sky about 9:30 p.m. PDT. 

A Mi nut email missile was launched 
from Vandenberg Air Force Base, Calif, 
at 8:89 p.m. and the missile's vapor cloud 
was spotted by Las Vegas residents. Hut 


the police dispatcher said the lights were 
spotted northwest of the city; 
Vandenberg is southwest of Las Vegas. 

"It was like a pyramid or V-shaped 
wedge, with pulsating yellow lights,” the 
dispatcher told The Associated Press. “It 
split up, then it came hack together. We 
got quite a few calls on it. From all 
reports, it was something similar to what 
was seen over Phoenix." 

There have been reports out of 
Phoenix the past week of odd-shaped 
lights hovering above the city in a 
boomerang formation earlier this year. 

"It wasn’t like anything I’ve ever seen 
before,” the dispatcher said. 

She said the lights hovered in tile sky 
for alxiut 15 minutes and didn't appear 


to be moving, then disappeared. 

“It looked like they took the lights of a 
football field and put them way up in 
sky,” said the dispatcher’s niece, who 
also requested anonymity. The niece said 
she had never witnessed such a display 
in the 37 years she has lived in Las 
Vegas. She said her husband and their 
three children saw the lights as well. 

“They were these huge round lights, 
like they were in formation,” she said. 
"They were in a wide V-shape and they 
broke up and disappeared.” 

The woman said she and her aunt 
began driving toward the lights while her 
husband, remained home on tiic south- 
west side of town. 

“Then the lights reappeared in two 


groups of V’s and there were a lot more 
of them," the niece said. “We thought 
the lights were pulsating but my husband 
was looking at them through binoculars 
and he said they were just a steady 
stream of bright light." 

She said there were "well over a dozen 
lights." 

The lights were in the general direc- 
tion of Area 51, a top secret base about 
100 miles northwest of Las Vegas, the 
police dispatcher said. 

Maj. Steve Boylan of the U.S. Space 
Command in Colorado Springs, Colo., 
said there was no space debris re-enter- 
ing the atmosphere during that period 
that might have caused the lights. 

Asked if the lights could have been 


from the Vandenberg launch, Boylan 
responded “Lights do funny tilings, espe- 
cially at twilight." 

Master Sgt. James Brooks, a 
spokesman at Nellis Air Force Base in 
Las Vegas, said some planes and heli- 
copters were flying at the time the lights 
were seen, but they would not have been 
flying in that particular area. 

Darwin Morgan, a spokesman for the 
Energy Department, said no tests were 
being conducted Monday night at the 
Nevada Test Site, northwest of Las 
Vegas. 

Sharon Singer, a resident of Rachel, 
Ncv., a ttny community near Area 51, 
said she saw no lights at the site during 
the evening. 


Republican reassesses 
position on bonding plan 


MOSCOW (API — Eastern 
Idaho Republican Evan Erasure 
is reassessing his opposition as 
Senate transportation chairman 
to a bonding plan for upgrading 
western and northern Idaho’s 
U.S. 95 at tlie same time he eval- 
uates his chances to win a 
statewide election for treasurer. 

'Die Pocatello businessman cast 
the deciding vote last winter that 
killed the I louse-passed plan to 
improve the state’s main north- 
smith highway with a $391 million 
bond financed by a -1-cent-a-gallon 
fuel tax hike and a $12 increase 
in vehicle registration. 

Erasure said then it would sim- 
ply trigger similar bonding 
schemes for the other $4.5 billion 
in road work needed elsewhere 
in the state — ■ driving the 25 cent 
fuel tax over 50 cents and boost 
vehicle registration fees beyond 
$100 a year. 

But during the Idaho Associa- 
tion of Commerce and Industry 
convention last week in the 
Panhandle, Erasure told fellow 
Republicans Tom Trail and Gary 
Schroeder of Moscow that he 
intended to reconsider the issue. 


Since the session ended in mid- 
March, Erasure said he has been 
gathering information and dri- 
ving the length of the highway 
from Payette to Bonners Ferry, 
getting a hotter perspective on 
"what some people still think is a 
goat trail.” 

Now he plans to hold meetings 
in each county the road runs 
though to see what residents 
along the route expect from any 
improvement plan. A third of the 
state's population lives in those 
counties. 

Trail was blunt about what he 
called Erasure’s conversion when 
he suggested it was linked to his 
aspirations to become state trea- 
surer and the need for nonhem 
and western Idaho votes to win a 
statewide race, but that does not 
change the deteriorated condi- 
tion of the highway. 

“St. Paul was convened on the 
road to Damascus, so this may 
have set the precedent of the 
conversion of Sen. Erasure," 
Trait wrote in an electronic mail 
message to several people in 
Moscow. 

Erasure has been contacting 


many of his legislative colleagues 
about seeking the GOP nomina- 
tion to succeed retiring Repub- 
lican treasurer Lydia Justice 
Edwards. He said earlier this 
month that the support has been 
stronger than lie anticipated, hut 
he planned no formal entry into 
the race until late summer at the 
earliest. 

Rep. Ron Crane of Caldwell, 
chairman of the House State 
Affairs Committee, and U.S. 
Bank Vice President Tmdi Jack- 
son have both filed campaign 
organizing papers with the secre- 
tary of state in the race, and Ada 
County Treasurer Barham Bauer 
has been actively assessing her 
nomination prospects for two 
years. 

Erasure denies politics is his 
primary motivation. He says he 
just wants to find a road improve- 
ment plan that a majority not 
only supports but will vote for if 
it is on the ballot. 

Erasure says lie would like to 
put together a bill that meets the 
needs of the north-south corridor 
as well as those of other parts of 
the state. 


Study: Quake could flood nuclear dump 


LAS VEGAS (AP) — A new 
study of Yucca Mountain found 
that an earthquake near the pro- 
posed nuclear waste dump could 
cause groundwater to surge up 
into the storage area, forcing plu- 
tonium into the atmosphere. 

Using computer modeling 
based on geological data, histori- 
cal quakes and results from 
about 20 test wells, two Univer- 
sity of Colorado at Boulder geo- 
physicists said a magnitude 5 or 6 
earthquake could raise the water 
table between 450 to 750 feet at 
the storage site. 

Because the repository would 
he only 600 to 800 feet above the 


present water table, “flooding 
could be expected to occur," the 
geophysicists said. 

The study by John B. Davies 
and Charles Archambcau is the 
first to assess the impact of an 
earthquake on the area’s ground- 
water levels. 

The Department of Energy is 
studying whether Yucca Moun- 
tain, 100 miles northwest of Lis 
Vegas, can safely hold 77,000 
tons of radioactive waste for 
10,000 years. 

Davies and Archambcau 
believe the presence of open frac- 
lures underneath Yucca 
Mountain has allowed the water 


table to descend to unusually low 
depths. Closed fractures to the 
north tiave resulted in a more nor- 
mal water table level, they said. 

The danger is that an earth- 
quake of sufficient magnitude 
could cause the open fractures 
underneath Yucca Mountain site 
to squeeze shut, forcing the watqr 
upward into the storage facility. 

"If water hits the storage area 
it could cause a rapid corrosive 
breakdown of the containers and 
allow the plutonium to leak into 
the water table and the atmos- 
phere," Davies said in the study, 
which will be published next 
month.

Kecchum drug smuggler sentenced 


BOISE (AP) - A Ketchum man 
has been sentenced to 12 years in 
federal prison for his role in an 
international drug smuggling con- 
spiracy. 

U.S. District Judge Edward 
Lodge Monday also sentenced 
Raymond A. Whelan, 49, to seven 
years in prison on each of four 
charges related to money laun- 
dering, U.S. Attorney Betty 
Richardson said. 

In addition, Whelan forfeited 
more than $3 million in assets, 
including bank accounts, his home 
and a vacant lot in the Ketchum 
area and investments in business- 
es throughout the country. 


Richardson said about $1.8 mil- 
lion of Whelan’s assets were 
found in Swiss bank accounts. 
The money will be returned to 
the United States and forfeited to 
the government, she said. 

Whelan was arrested in 
December 1993 after a lengthy 
investigation. Richardson said it 
revealed his involvement in 
smuggling and distributing large 
amounts of marijuana in the 
1970s and 1980s. 

Related investigations in the 
Sun Valley area have led feder- 
al investigators to Hong Kong, 
Fiji, Singapore, New Zealand, 
Australia, Bali and Thailand. 


Spinoff investigations so far 
have resulted in the convictions 
of six others and the forfeiture 
of millions of dollars in assets, 
Richardson said. 

Most recently, two brothers 
with Idaho ties were arrested last 
month in Hawaii and Bali, 
Indonesia, on drug smuggling and 
money laundering charges. 

Paul E. Miller, 41, of Haiku; 
Maui, was arrested in Hawaii and 
his brother Michael, 48, of 
Halciwa, Oahu, was taken into 
custody by Indonesian police in 
Bali. 

Both will be returned to Idaho 
to stand trial.

INEEL licenses tests to verify reactor safety 

IDAHO FALLS — The Idaho National Engineering and 
Environmental Laboratory has produced a commercial version of 
tests used to verify the safety limits of nuclear reactors. 

Since the 1960s, INEEL scientists have used advanced simulation 
computer code to ensure the safety of reactor experiments and pre- 
dict reactor phenomena over a wide range of conditions. 

In April, the research center signed a licensing agreement with 
Science Applications International Corp. to commercialize the code. 

INEEL said since die axle became available on a commercial basis, 
it has been applied on simulators at nuclear reactors in several states.

Scientists have long had evi- 
dence of the dangers of two other 
types of quakes in the region: mas- 
sive, magnitude 9 “subduct ion" 
quakes, caused by contact 
between the bottom of the conti- 
nent and the top of shifting ocean 
rocks, and “deep" quakes of mag- 
nitude 6.5 to 7.5 beneath central 
Puget Sound, where the shifting 
ocean rocks push beneath the 
North American continent. 

But shallow quakes weren’t con- 
sidered much of a threat in the 
Northwest until the early 1990s, 
with the discovery of the Seattle 
Fault running underneath the city 
near downtown and major ports.:

State council pushes Boise to do more 

BOISE — The dry is taking steps to provide home-buying assis- 
tance to people with disabilities, but critics say it is not enough. 

Although the dty already has a program in place to help low- 
income people buy homes, it is considering setting aside $250,000 
to help extremely low-income people — a category officials say 
the neediest disabled people will fail into. 

The city’s plan is in response to a request from the Idaho State 
Council on Developmental Disabilities. Its Home of Your Own 
program helps people with disabilities buy homes and can lower 
mortgages to around SI 50 a month. But federal rules prohibit it 
from operating in Boise. 

Any help would benefit people like Henry and Jenny Milbum, a 
blind couple who want to own a home, but pay just half of their 
SI, 100 monthly income on rent.

OGDEN, Utah — The first day in the new 2nd District Court 
building was a trial for employees. 

Boxes stacked in offices, unfinished rooms and stray .wood chips 
in elevators were the order when court convened Monday in the 
new $12 million courthouse in downtown Ogden. 

Workers were locked out of offices and Corene McLeod manned 
the information desk, trying to help people find their way around 
the four-story building which for now is being called the Ogden 
Courts Facility. 

It was up to Weber County Sheriffs Capt. Terry Shaw to solve 
the problems that arose once people got where they were going. 
Shaw made sure doors were opened, keys available and the new 
entry-security system worked correctly. 

Utahn sentenced in road rage shooting 

SALT LAKE CITY — A Salt Lake man who pleaded guilty to a 
March freeway shooting was sentenced to up to 15 years in prison 

— a sentence the judge said sends a needed message that acts of 
road rage will not be tolerated. 

Rodney Allen Wright, 25, pleaded guilty to attempted murder 
in connection with the March 4 shooting. 

He was originally charged with three counts of attempted mur- 
der, a second-degree felony, after shooting at three men in a car 
oti Interstatc-15. 

Two of tlte men were sltot in the hand and treated at a local hos- 
pital. 

Woman charged with helping son in slaying 

BOISE — A local woman has been charged with helping her son 
kill an elderly man in 1986 and collecting about $80,000 from tlte 
dead man’s Social Security payments. 

Doris L. Thomas, 54, appeared in court Monday on the charge of 
accessory to murder for the slaying of 73-year-old Leo Dvells. 

Last week her son, Eric Thomas, 27, was arrested in Vancouver, 
Wash., on a first-degree murder charge for Dvells’ death. A tip 
from Eric Thomas’ ex-girlfriend’s sister alerted authorities to the 
case. 

Doris Thomas also faces 60 counts of grand theft tor collecting 
Social Security checks that were sent to Dvells’ checking account, 
which officials believe is tlte motive for tlte killing. 

Councilman resigns after new appointment 

MAPLETON, Utah — City Councilman Jim Baird has resigned 
to avoid any possible conflict of interest with his new appointment 
to a Mormon stake presidency. 

Baird said he stepped down at tlte request of Mapleton Stake 
President Taylor Harper. Baird was named second counselor to 
Harper earlier tiiis month when the stake of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints was split. 

“His (Harper’s) feeling is that members in the stake (presiden- 
cy) shouldn’t be in a position of controversy," Baird said. • 

As a member of the city council, Baird said he is potentially in a 
position of conflict between the city and its residents who may 
also be members of the stake. 

OSHA cites Boise National Forest 

BOISE — Because of an accident that caused an employee’s 
death, the Boise National Forest has been issued a citation from 
the Occupational Safety and Health Administration alleging 
unsafe working conditions. 

Ryan Kuehmichel, OSHA area director in Boise, said Tuesday 
that job safety violations wore found during an inspection of the 
national forest’s Lucky Peak tree farm. A Forest Service employee 
was using a shop-made firearm to scare birds away from tree 
seedlings. The employee bled to death following the accidental 
discharge of the firearm, OSHA said. 

Spokeswoman Lyn Berriochoa said the national forest has 
ceased using the device and is conducting its own investigation 
just as Kuehmichel’s agency is. She said forest officials will meet 
with OSIIA officials wititin 15 days to informally discuss working 
conditions at the tree farm.

BOISE (AP) — Fifteen years 
after one of Idaho’s most notori- 
ous murder cases, one of the 
youths sentenced in the slaying 
of 17-year-old Christopher Peter- 
man wants his name cleared. 

Richard Bradley Engie was one 
of four youths sent to prison for 
beating Peterman to death in the 
Ada County Jail over the Memo- 
rial Day weekend of 1982. 

On Tuesday, he sent a fax to 
news agencies saying he wanted 

a full pardon. — — 

Engie said -he's willing to take 
a lie detector test to prove tliat- 
his tape-recorded confession, 
which was made into a sworn 
statement that was to be used 
against him at trial, was “ttyn^ 
pered with and alter 
Because of that, htfsaid, he was 
“provoked" into entering a guilty 
pica to a lesser charge. 

“With my successful passage of 
that test, 1 ask for a pardon. It is 
time for justice!" he wrote. 

He listed a Marysville, Wash., 
post office box number. 

Most officers involved with tlte 
case arc no longer with the Ada 
County sheriffs office. But Mike 
Roberts, now the county’s risk 
manager, was a sergeant and 
helped with die investigation. 

Roberts, who was a polygraph 
operator at the time, said he 
didn’t remember whether he 
interviewed Engie, although it’s 
possible. 

As to Engie’s 15-years-later 
claim, he said, “If any defendant 
believes that evidence has some- 
how been tampered with, he 
needs to bring that issue forward 
during the trial process." 

Ada County Prosecutor Greg 
Bower didn’t return calls seeking 
comment. He was chief deputy 
prosecutor during the case. 

In 1982, Christopher Peterman, 
then living with his father in 
Nampa, was picked up for failing 
to pay S73 in court fines. He was 
cited for speeding and driving 
without a license. 

His parents said they wanted 
their son to pay the fines himself 
to teach him responsibility. But 
Christopher didn’t pay, and on 
the eve of the holiday, police sent 
him to jail. 

He was placed in an Ada 
County jail cell with five other 
youths, all age 17. Trial testimo- 
ny later indicated that over a 
period of several hours, Engie 
and others repeatedly punched 
and kicked Peterman in the 
head. 

He was found unconscious by 
jailers and died a short time later 
of brain injuries. 

Engie and four others were 
charged with murder, although 
charges against Joseph Krahn 
were dismissed after a prelimi- 
nary hearing. 

Engie eventually pleaded 
guilty to a lesser charge, battery 
with intent to commit a violent 
felony. Gerald Schroeder, then a 
district judge arid now a member 
of the Idaho Supreme Court, sen- 
tenced him to seven years in 
prison. 

Tlte case caused a change in 
Idaho’s juvenile laws. After the 
Peterman case, the Legislature 
approved laws requiring juve- 
niles to he held in facilities sepa- 
rate from adults. 

The message also was misad- 
dressed to the judge, who would 
have nothing to do with a peti- 
tion for pardon. 

That is handled by the Com- 
mission on Pardons and Parole.

Family will donate $10 million 
to Idaho State University 


POCATELLO (AP) — Idaho 
State University is getting S10 mil- 
lion from the estate of an eastern 
Idaho agribusinessman, the 
largest gift the school ever has 
received. 

The money will he used to build 
a performing center, the L.E. and 
Thelma E. Stephens Performing 
Arts Center. The school will raise 
the rest of the estimated $20 mil- 
lion cost through donations. 

Thelma Stephens, widow of L.E. 
Stephens, gave the university $2.6 
million of the gift in stock options 
Tuesday. LE. Stephens left a total 
of $5 million to ISU. Thelma 
Stephens said she will leave her 
SS million estate to the university 
as well. 

The 160,000-square foot center, 
to be built near Bam Field, will 
feature a 1,200-seat auditorium, 
two smaller traditional theaters 
and an experimental theater. It 
also will have classrooms, faculty 
offices and meeting spaces. 

President Richard Bowen hopes 
to break ground by the universi- 
ty’s centennial in 2001.

Architect Joseph La Marche 
said it would be the only center of 
its type in Idaho.

“Our performing tins fagtfity is 
quite old and ouidjUiHpnud was 
built for a much smaller institu- 
tion," Bowen said. “There 
great need in southeastern !daho( 
for a performing arts center." 

Some feel ISU’s performing tins 
center could kill efforts by the Chief 
Foundation to build a similar center 
in the Old Town Pocatello district. 


Bowen said this project 
wouldn’t affect the Chief 
Foundation and it may turn into a 
partnership. The Chief Theater 
was a historic building destroyed 
by fire in 1993. 

The Stephens were potato farm- 
ers in Blackfoot, Thelma Stephens 
now lives in Boise. LE. Stephens 
died in 1986. 

LE. Stephens was a close friend 
of Dubby liolt, former ISU athlet- 
ic director for whom Holt Arena is 
named. Through the years, 
Stephens contributed money both 
to tlte university and its athletic 
program. 

They started in Blackfoot sell- 
ing other people’s produce. They 
eventually rented a small plot of 
land and began growing their own 
potatoes. This grew into a multi- 
million-dollar fanning enterprise. 

Gov. Phil Butt attended the cer- 
emony, saying he was impressed 
4jv_the gift and by the fact that 
fanning profits raised tlte motley. 

"As a fanner, 1 know the vicissi- 
tudes of the financial end of farm- 
ing," Batt said. 


Former lawmaker dies after battle with MS 


BOISE (AP) — Pat Harwood, 
the former state legislator who 
molded the state Chamber of 
Commerce with a rival. industry 
group into Idaho’s top business 
lobby, died early Tuesday after a 
long battle with multiple sclero- 
sis. He was 67. 

Harwood died at St. Alphottstis 
Regional Medical Center front 
the disease that forced him to 
retire as president of tlte Idaho 
Association of Commerce and 
Industry a decade earlier. 

“He was just a tremendous 
example of personal courage and 


simply refused to surrender to 
that disease,” said Steve Ahrens, 
the current association president. 

"Pat Harwood is the man who 
really put IACI on the map in 
Idaho,” Ahrens said. "He made 
us the effective organization 
IACI is today.” 

Harwood was a businessman in 
Rigby when he was first elected to 
the state House of Representatives 
in 1964 and served for four years 
that included (he landmark 1965 
session that produced the state 
sales tax to finance education. 

He rail unsuccessfully for the 


Republican nomination for lieu- 
tenant governor in 197-1 and then 
three years later began his ID 
years at the helm of the Idaho 
Association of Commerce and 
Industry*. 

Even after his illness forced 
him from active leadership of 
IACI, Ilarwood kept abreast of 
developments and would have 
lunch at his home every six 
weeks or so with political opera- 
tives and leaders that included 
former Democratic Gov. Cecil 
Andrus and most recently 
Republican Gov. Phil Bail.

TWIN FALLS - Here’s a quick recipe 
from the Seattle Times. 

SWEET AND SOUR FISII 
(4 servings) 

2 teaspoons canola or vegetable oil 
1 cup thinly sliced onions 
1 medium clove garlic, peeled and 
minced 

1 medium red bell pepper, stemmed, 
seeded and thinly sliced 
Optional: 1/4 teaspoon crushed red-pep- 
per flakes 

1/2 cup bottled sweet and sour sauce 
1/4 cup water 

1 1/3 pounds cod or snapper fillets, cut 
into 4 pieces 

1 tablespoon lemon juice or rice vinegar 
Optional: 1 green onion, finely chopped 
In a large, nonstick skillet, heat the oil 
over medium heat. When hot, put the 
onions and garlic into the pan. Saute 5 min- 
utes. (Add a tablespoon or two of water to 
keep the vegetables from sticking.) Add the 
bell pepper and red-pepper flakes; cover 
the pan and cook 5 minutes. Stir occasional- 
ly. 

Stir the sweet-and-sour sauce and water 
into the vegetables, mixing well. Put the 
fish into the pan, spooning some of the 
sauce over. Cover the pan and cook at a low 
simmer for about 10 minutes, or until the 
fish flakes. Stir in the lemon juice and 
green onion if using. (Serve with rice to 
soak up the juices.)

This one produces a soft, classic choco- 
late chip with a wonderful texture from fine 
cake flour. 

LILLIAN SMITH’S NEVER FAIL 
CHOCOLATE CHIP COOKIE 
(Makes about 60) 

1 cup (2 sticks) butter or margarine 

3/4 cup sugar 

3/4 cup brown sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 eggs 

1 teaspoon honey 

2 3/4 cups cake flour 

1 teaspoon baking soda 
3/4 teaspoon salt 

1 12-ounce package chocolate chips 

1 cup nuts, chopped 

Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Cream but- 
ter or margarine in a large bowl with sugars 
and vanilla. Beat until creamy and add eggs,- 
one at a time. Add honey. Cream again until 
well mixed. Separately sift flour, baking 
soda and salt. Add flour mixture to sugar 
and butter mixture and mix thoroughly. 
Add chips and nuts and mix. Using a tea- 
spoon, drop on a greased cookie sheet and 
bake for 10 minutes.

SMITH ISLAND APPLESAUCE PIE 

2 unbaked pie crusts 

1 (16 1/2-ounce) can of applesauce or 2 
cups homemade applesauce 

1 cup sugar

2 tablespoons cornstarch 

2 teaspoons vanilla or lemon flavoring or 
1/2 teaspoon cinnamon 
2 cups evaporated milk 
1/2 cup whole milk 

Heat oven to 400 degrees. Put applesauce 
in a bowl and add sugar, egg yolks, butter, 
cornstarch and your choice of flavoring. Mix ' 
until smooth. Add evaporated milk. In a 
separate bowl beat egg whites until stiff 
and fold into applesauce mixture. Stir 
whole milk into it very slowly. Pour into two 
pic shells and bake for IS minutes. Turn 
oven to 300 degrees and bake for 25 min- 
utes.

1000 Springs Boat 
Tours offers it all

HAGERMAN - Imagine a wall of 
water several hundred feet high ripping 
through southern Idaho. Some 15,000 
years ago, just such a wall of water from 
the Great Bonneville Flood gouged out 
the Snake River Canyon. 

Mammoth rock towers were left pro- 
truding high above the river below, with 
huge boulders and vertical walls mark- 
ing the passage of the flood waters 
through today’s gorge. 

And 1000 Springs Tours offers a 
unique way to enjoy the majesty. 

Three times a day, at 10 a.m., 1 p.m. 
and 4 p.m., a 30-foot pontoon boat which 
seats 12 people travels from Sligars up 
river about 12 miles, passing blue Heart 
Springs, 1000 
Springs and 
Riley Creek 
Falls, Box 
Canyon, Blind 
Canyon and a 
spot where 
wagon trains fer- 
ried across the 
river on the Oregon Trail. A tour guide 
explains the sights along the way. 

The trip takes about two hours from 
start to finish and offers spectacular 
water displays arising from the aquifer 
that erupts from the canyon walls and 
gushes to the river below. 

A dinner cruise departs from Sligars 
at 6:30 p.m. The boat travels to Blue 
Heart Springs, where it anchors in a 
cove surrounded by canyon walls. 
Springs bubble up from deep within the 
river, creating an inviting crystal blue 
pool of water. 

A dinner of prime rib or chicken is 
served with baked potato, vegetables, 
salad, cocktails, soft drinks and dessert. 


Kathy and Steve Mechler, owners of 
the Rock Lodge located at 17940 U.S. 
Highway 30 in Hu germ an (one mile 
north of town) were bom and feared in 
Buhl. They were very familiar with the 
Snake River Canyon and wanted to 
share the beauty of the canyon with 
their lodge guests, so put together their 
boat tours several years ago. 

The 1000 Springs Tours have been 
such a success they were featured on 
“Outdoor Idaho,” a television travel 
show originating in Boise. The boat tour 


season normally runs from April through 
October. The tours can accommodate 
both company and private parties.

Salads reign supreme on sultry summer days 



Salmon Caesar Salad and Caesar Crab wraps aio delicious varieties to the traditional Caesar 
Salad. Thoso salads aro an appotlzlng way to slim down during tho summer months. 

Dressing: 


Salads reign supreme during the sum- 
mer, and for good reason. When sultry 
weather hits, we crave the relief of 
crispy, cold and simple-to-fix meals that 
are refreshing,- but also satisfying. 
Salads can cross the line from being a 
first course to the main event of the 
meal when they feature complex flavors 
and textures. An excellent summer 
salad - an America’s favorite - is the 
classic Caesar, along with its many con- 
temporary versions. 

Caesar Salad was created by Caesar 
Cardini, a restaurateur and hotelier 
from the 1920s, not during the Roman 
rule of Caesar. Born in Italy, Cardini 
worked in various hotels and restau- 
rants in Canada, New York and 
California before opening his successful 
Caesar’s Hotel in Tijuana, Mexico, dur- 
ing Prohibition. With its proximity to 
Hollywood, Caesar’s Hotel quickly 
became a popular resort destination for 
fun-loving movie stars. A popular menu 
item at his hotel was the Caesar Salad 
which, in 1953, was recognized as one of 
the greatest recipes of all ages by the 
International Society of Epicures. 

Contrary' to popular belief, there were 
no anchovies in the original Caesar 
Salad recipe. Another common miscon- 
ception is that the recipe calls for raw 
eggs blended in the dressing when in 
fact the eggs are “coddled” (i.e. cooked 
in a “bath” of water that has reached 
boiling point). Any Caesar worth its salt 
includes Parmesan cheese, garlic, olive 
oil, lemon juice and a generous topping 
of croutons. The original recipe also 
calls for a “secret" flavor enhancer - 
Lea & Perrins Original Worcestershire 
Sauce - to bring out the salad’s distinc- 
tively rich, heady taste. 

SALMON CAESAR SALAD 

Makes 2 servings. 


1/4 cup white wine vinegar 
1/2 teaspoon granulated sugar 
1/2 tablespoon Dijon-style mustard 

1 lemon, juiced 

2 teaspoons Worcestershire sauce 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper, 

to taste 

1/2 cup garlic olive oil 
Salnd: 

2 small red potatoes, scrubbed 
4-6 asparagus spears, trimmed 
2 cups Foxy romaine hearts, chilled 


1 cup salad spinach, chilled 
5-6 cherry tomatoes, sliced in halves 
1 small sweet red onion, sliced 
1/4 cup olives of your choice 
1 6-ounce can skinless, boneless pink 
salmon, drained well 
Freshly grated Parmesan cheese 
Easy Caesar Croutons (see separate 
recipe) 

Make dressing by combining in a 
small mixing bowl the vinegar, sugar, 
mustard, lemon juice, Worcestershire, 
salt and pepper. Slowly whisk in the 


•olive oil. Reserve. Steam the potatoes 
until tender when pierced, about 20 
minutes. Cool; slice and reserve. Steam 
the asparagus until crisp-tender, about 6 
to 8 minutes. Cool quickly in ice water; 
drain, and reserve. 

On individual plates, arrange bite-size 
pieces of romaine hearts and spinach 
and add several sliced potatoes, aspara- 
gus, tomatoes, sliced onion and olives. 
Top salad with 2-3 spoonfuls of salmon 
on each plate. Drizzle each salad gener- 
ously with dressing. Top with sprinkle of 
Parmesan cheese and croutons. 

Note: To make your own garlic oil, 
slice 6 cloves garlic and place in one cup 
olive oil in a jar, and cover. Let stand at 
room temperature overnight to blend. 
(Makes enough garlic oil for three 
recipes; store unused oil in refrigerator.) 

CAESAR CRAB WRAPS 

Makes 6 serving;. 

1 6-ounce cans lump crabmeat, rinsed, 
drained 

1/4 cup mayonnaise 

I teaspoon white wine vinegar 

1 teaspoon Dijon-style mustard 

2 teaspoons Worcestershire sauce 

1 teaspoon lemon juice 

2 sprigs celery, chopped 

2 green onions, finely diced 

2 tablespoons red cabbage, finely 
shredded , 

1 stalk celery, finely diced 

1 tomato, seeded and chopped 

2 teaspoons capers 

1 small carrot, shredded 

6 large Foxy iceberg lettuce leaves, 
trimmed to remove thick white rib 

Combine all ingredients except let- 
tuce leaves. Place 1/2 cup crab salad mix 
into the center of an iceberg lettuce 
leaf. Carefully roll the leaf around the 
contents, tucking in the ends (egg-roll 
Please see SALADS.

Healthy eating is important to me - 
and so are the foods 1 love. Fortunately, 
it’s possible to have it both ways. Eating 
well every day means preparing deli- 
cious foods simply and presenting them 
beautifully. 

Cooking and eating this way has 
become intuitive for me. I don’t odd up 
calorics and fat grams because I think 
this process takes the joy out of eating. 
Food is one of life's great pleasures, to 
be savored, not agonized over. And 
besides, I know that the food I'm making 
is good for me and my guests, because I 
pay attention to the ingredients and 
techniques I use. There aren’t tricks to 
cooking healthfully; mostly, it’s a matter 
of common sense. 

Instead of makirg meat the focus of 
every meal, eat more poultry, fish, veg-

etables and grains. Give food intense fla- 
vor with fresh herbs, spices, vinegars, 
chile peppers, mustards and marinades. 
Always buy the freshest, best-quality 
ingredients. 

In the summer, eating well is easier 
than ever. A visit to the farm stand or 
market yields gorgeous fruits and veg- 
etables that need little adornment. 
Elaborate planning isn't necessary -just 


buy whatever looks most delectable. A 
platter of juicy sliced tomatoes makes a 
sumptuous salad. Ears of com boiled for 
just a few minutes taste so sweet they 
don’t need butter. Perfectly ripe fruit 
makes the most elegant dessert. 

The right equipment and techniques 
are also important in healthy cooking. 
Buy good-quality nonstick pans, and 
you’ll find yourself adding drops of oil 
instead of spoonfuls. Use cooking tech- 
niques such as roasting, steaming, brais- 
ing, poaching and grilling. 

At this time of year, you want to be 
outdoors, which makes grilling even 
more appealing. It gives wonderful 
results, with little or no added fat. 

The Fourth of July is coming up soon, 
and the best way I know to celebrate is 
with family and friends at a picnic or 


backyard barbecue. For your party, tty 
these flavor-packed marinades. 

The Asian marinade is a good match 
for chicken or pork and is also excellent 
with shrimp, which stay moist when 
grilled with the shells on. (Before mari- 
nating, split the shells down the back 
and remove the vein). Use the yogurt 
marinade with chicken or seafood. 

As a rule, fish and shellfish should 
marinate in the refrigerator for 30 min- 
utes to several hours before cooking: 
chicken, pork and beef, from several 
hours to overnight. 

Start the meal with a bowl of refresh- 
ing chilled fruit soup (recipe below), 
ideal for a picnic. Pour into a wide- 
mouthed jar with a tight lid, and pack 
into the cooler.

Flowers require cutting back at different times 


Here’s a potpourri of questions 
from my mailbox: 

Q: Wien do I cut back my iris? 

A: Iris doesn’t want to be cut 
back until she’s through bloom- 
ing and making food for next 
year. Like tulips, her blooms 
fade, but she’s going to hang 
around and look terrible until 
her foliage is all brown. When 
that happens, cut the leaves back 
to ground level and transplant if 
you like. 

Q: What about peonies? When 
are they cut back? - 

A: Peony and everybody else 
who offers you a bloom wants the 
old flowers dead-headed, or cut 
back, but “Rodale's Illustrated 
Encyclopedia of Perennials” says 
only to mulch peonies for winter 
protection. That’s it. 

Q: I want some plants to cover 
lurge rocks. What would work 
best? 

A: Anything we use as ground- 
covers or recommended for rock 
gardens will do well. Dragon's 



Blood, a sedum with rich bur- 
gundy growth and rose-red flow- 
ers is drought-tolerant and grows 
to only 6 inches tall. Check out 
all the sedums. 

Campanula, or Carpathian 
Harebells, offer neat mounds of 
dark green triangular leaves and 
blue or white flowers that last 
through spring and summer. 

Hen-and-Chicks will thrive in 
hot, shallow soil. 

Herbs, such as wild ginger, 
chamomile, fennel, lavender, 
thyme, mints and sweet woodruff 
are nice additions to any rock 
garden. 

Q: Why are all my new rose 


leaves red? What’s wrong with 
them? 

A: Nothing. New rose leaves 
are almost always red. They’ll 
mm green gradually. 

Q: Why arc the rose and for- 
sythia leaves pale with dark 
green veins? 

A: That’s an iron shortage. But 
iron can’t do work alone around 
here. Our soil is so alkaline that it 
keeps the plant from “reaching” 
the nutrients it needs. In a nut- 
shell, we need to apply iron along 
with sulfur. Sulfur will acidify the 
soil, allowing the plant to use the 
iron it wants. When we use organ- 
ic mulches, some nutrients are 
leached from the soil as the 
mulch breaks down. 

Help the soil do its thing. Add 
ammonium sulfate to the beds. 
The nitrogen helps the mulch 
break down, and the sulfur adds 
acid. 

The older leaves may or may 
not get darker. If they do darken,, 
it will take a while. The first 


results of improved soil health 
will be ricldy colored new leaves. 

Q: Should I use the new emulsi- 
fiers in my sprays? 

A: Most sprays have a “spread- 
er-sticker” already in them that 
works well in most situations. But 
our alkaline water and soil 
makes a difference here, too. The 
new emulsifiers even out the pH 
in the water so that the sprays 
work the way they are supposed 
to. Somebody figured out a long 
time ago that many sprays, espe- 
cially fungicides, don’t work as 
well in alkaline water. So some 
gardeners began putting a table- 
spoon of vinegar in their spray 
bottles. The solution stuck to the 
leaves, and worked better. That’s 
what the emulsifier is supposed 
to do. I vote for the vinegar.

Removing wallpaper is easy if it’s strippable 


Q. We want to remove the wallpa- 
per from our kitchen walls, then 
paint. How do wc remove the 
paper? 

A. If you’re lucky, the wallpa- 
per will be "strippable,” meaning 
it can be peeled off. Loosen a cor- 
ner of a paper panel with a knife 
and pull gently. If the paper is 
strippable, it mil come off in large 
pieces without much resistance. 

If the paper isn’t strippable, a 
simple and relatively fast way to 
remove it is to soften the adhe- 
sive with a stripper such as Dif, 
followed by scraping. Wallpaper 
strippers are available at most 
home centers, wallpaper-supply 
and paint stores as liquids, which 
are applied with a garden-type 
sprayer, sponge or paint roller. 
Dif, a widely sold remover that 
uses nontoxic enzyme action to 
break down the paste, also is 
available in a new gel form that is 
applied with a roller or brush. 
The gel formula is less messy 
than liquids and stays wet longer. 

If the wallpaper is painted or 
has a vinyl, foil or other water- 
resistant surface, a stripper won’t 
penetrate unless the wallpaper is

perforated. This is dune with a 
special tool called a FaperTigcr, 
also sold at many wallpaper-sup- 
ply stores. The tool has small 
wheels with tiny spikes that 
punch through the wallpaper. 
The tool must be carefully adjust- 
ed to avoid puncturing the wall 
beliind the paper. 

Once the paste is softened, the 
wallpaper should be carefully 
peeled and scraped from the 
wall. Use a wide-bladed scraper 
and be careful not to gouge the 
damp surface of the wall. 

When the paper is removed, 
clean the wall of paste residue. 
Scrubbing with leftover stripper 
solution will remove paste traces. 
Finally, rinse the wall by spong- 
ing with warm water and a well- 
wrung-out sponge. 

Q. My “waslierless” bathroom 


faucet leaks and would be expen- 
sive to replace. I understand 
washcrlcss faucets do have wash- 
ers. Couldn't I just replace those? 

A. Most so-called washerless 
faucets contain a cylindrical 
metal or nylon cartridge that 
replaces the stem-and-washcr 
mechanism used in old-style 
faucets. If the faucet drips or 
leaks at the end of the spout, it 
is usually necessary to replace 
the entire cartridge.

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Heat pump water heater can cut costs 


Q: How effective are small add- 
on heat pump water heaters that 
air-condition and dchianldify a 
house for free? What other 
devices are there to help lower 
our water heating costs and cool- 
ing electric bills? - 1. F. 

A: An add-on heat pump water 
heater (HPWH) is only one of 
several technologies to cool and 
-dchumidify a house as it pro- 
vides your hot water. Others use 
heat exchangers, combination 
fresh air ventilators/dchumidi- 
. fiers or the earth itself for low- 
cost water heating and better 
. comfort. 

. A super-efficient HPWH can 
cut water hearing costs by 60 per- 
■ .. cent - a savings of more than $200 

• per year. As it heats the water, it 
produces up to 7,000 Btu per 

. hour (Btuh) of free cooling and 
dchumidification. 

A typical HPWH is somewhat 
. like a mini-air conditioner; how- 
.ever, instead of transferring the 
waste heat outdoors tlirough the 
condenser coils, it transfers this 

• heat to your hot water tank. • 

HPWH’s are usually located 
in a utility room or basement. 
They are only about 18 to 24 
■ inches square. If your space is 
. limited, several round HPWH’s 
arc designed to mount on top of 
. - an existing electric water 
heater. 

A small HPWH is usually ade- 
quate for much of a family's hot 
water needs in the summer. It 
can turn a musty old basement 
into comfortable dry living space 
or the cool dried air can be duct- 
ed to another area of your house. 
Microprocessors control the oper- 
ation and they have simple digi- 
tal readouts. 

One new model. Aqua Plus, is 
designed with one heat exchang- 
er in the main central air return 
duct. It draws extra heat out of 
the return air reducing the load 
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on your central air conditioner. 
Another heat exchanger trans- 
fers this heat to the hot water 
tank. This extra cooling helps on 
extremely hot days. 

Another option is a ground 
source heat pump to use the 
earth’s natural heat. When the 
central air-condirioner runs, heat 
from your house is transferred to 
the ground. When it stops, the 
HPWH runs and pulls this extra 
free heat back out of the ground. 
Overall, both systems run more 
efficiently. 

Therma-Vent is a HPWH 
designed to continuously bring in 
fresh outdoor air for a healthy 
indoor environment. A small heat 
pump cools and dehumidiftes the 
incoming fresh air and transfers 
this waste heat to the water 
heater. In the winter, it draws the 
heat from the outgoing warm 
stale air. 

Several desuperheater 
devices capture the heat from 
the air conditioner’s freon 
before it goes outdoors and 
direct it to the water heater. 
One design, Heat Harvester, 
uses a freon-ro-water heat 
exchanger and small pump. 
Another space-saver model, 
Hot Plate, is located beneath 
the existing water heater.

Q: I want to add ceramic tile to 
my foyer for the appearance and 
to take advantage of pnssivc 
solar heating in the winter. What 
is the thinnest method of laying it 
so it will not interfere with the 
door? - L. C. 

A: Dark ceramic tile is an 


excellent choice for passive solar 
heat gain in the winter. If the 
foyer is shaded in the summer, 
the extra thermal mass of die tile 
helps to moderate the indoor 
temperature rise throughout the 
day. 

A stable substrate for the rile is 
a must. A thin layer of thin-set 
with reinforcing wire mesh 
nailed to the subflooring is effec- 
tive. If you trowel it on carefully, 
you can level out an uneven floor 
at the same rime.

When you go to buy chicken, 
the selection is always the same, 
but that is not true with seafood. 
Availability and prices vary 
throughout the year as varieties 
go in and out of season. 

Always ask the person at the 
fish counter for assistance. A 
good counterperson will be 
very knowledgeable about 
selecting and cooking fish and 
can suggest substitutions if the 
fish you’re looking for is out of 


season or very expensive at the 
moment. 

And of course, you want to ask 
the fish store (or counter) to do 
os much of the work as possible. 
The fish man will fillet, bone and 
skin whole fish or pieces on 
request. 

Then, before you start cooking, 
you must chock the fillets for pin 
bones (by running your fingers 
lightly along the skinless side). 
These little bones can be 
removed with tweezers or a small 
pair of pliers. 


plopped a couple of pots of herbs. 
(Also, of course, supermarkets 
and farmers’ markets arc well 
stocked with fresh herbs this 
rime of year.) 

With a small group, everyone 
can sip wine there while you 
prepare the fish. And if you 
don’t know exactly when your 
guests will arrive, you can get 
everything chopped and ready 
to go. 

Fish should be served as soon 
us it’s cooked, so you should have 
everything else ready to go. At 
this time of year, take advantage 
of all the fresh local lettuce and 
tender young spinach to make a 
big salad. 

Take simple rice, the classic 
accompaniment, and make it spe- 
cial with the addition of lemon 
and lime zests, sesame seeds or 
sauteed chopped mushrooms. 
The rice can be steaming while 
you're casually demonstrating 
your pin-bone technique (see 
box). 

Here are some recipes: 

Here's a dish that embodies the 
summer season. Tender zucchini, 
ripe plum tomatoes, sweet onions 
and fresh rosemary are combined 
with chunks of halibut (any firm- 
fleshed white fish will do) and 
white wine and steamed. The 
result is a combination that 
allows the fresh taste of each 
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ingredient to shine through. 

Cut everything up before your 
guests arrive, and then you can 
just throw the djsh together at 
the last minute. Serve over angel- 
hair pasta, thin spaghetti (in 
which case you’ll want to put a 
lidded pot of water on a higli 
flame practically the minute you 
come in the door) or rice, and 
you’ve got dinner. 

PROVENCAL STIR-FRY 

(6 to 8 servings) 

3 tablespoons mild olive oil 

2 medium-size sweet onions, 
diced 

4 medium-size zucchini, cut 
into 1/2-inch dice 

8 plum tomatoes, peeled and 
seeded, if desired, and cut into 
1/2-inch dice 

2 tablespoons chopped fresh 
rosemary 

2 pounds boneless, skinless hal- 
ibut (cod, rockfish, red snapper, 
turbot or any firm-fleshed white 
fish can be substituted), cut into 
1-inch chunks 

Salt and freshly ground pepper 
to taste 

1 1/4 cups white wine 
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1 1/2 tablespoons drained 
capers 

Heat the oil in a large (12-inch) 
saute pan or wok over medium- 
high heal. Add the onions and 
zucchini and cook for 5 minutes, 
until the vegetables begin to soft- 
en. Add the tomatoes and rose- 
mary and cook for 2 minutes 
longer. Add the halibut and salt 
and pepper to taste. Toss to com- 
bine. Add the wine and let it 
come to a boil. Cover, reduce 
heat to medium and let cook for 
about 7 to 8 minutes, just until 
the fish is cooked through. 
Remove the cover, add the 
capers and taste. Add more pep- 
per if desired. Serve immediate- 
ly. (If serving with pasta, which 
also requires split-second timing, 
you can hold the fish, covered 
loosely with foil, for a few min- 
utes but shut off the heat. If the 
pasta’s done first, toss it in a bowl 
with a little olive oil, cover loose- 
ly with foil, but keep it off the 
heat.) 

Salmon is about the safest bet 
there is in the fish world. Almost 
everybody likes it, and since most 
of it is farm-raised these days, it’s 
always available at the fish 
counter. It also marries well with 
lots of different flavors and sea- 
sonings. Here it is marinated 


quickly with orange juice and 
sesame nil and then coated with 
toasted sesame seeds. (You can 
buy the seeds already toasted in 
the Asian section of the super- 
market). The salmon then cooks 
in minutes and is garnished with 
roasted red plums. Add a spinach 
salad and some rice and you’re 
all set. 

SESAME SALMON FILLETS 
WITH ROASTED RED PLUMS 
(6 servings) 

Oil for the pan 

1 cup fresh orange juice 
Zest of 1 orange 

2 tablespoons toasted sesame 
oil 

1/4 teaspoon salt 
6 salmon fillets, each 6 to 8 
ounces and about 1 inch thick, 
skinned, pin bones removed 
8 red plums, pitted and quar- 
tered 

2 tablespoons vegetable oil 
1 cup toasted sesame seeds 
•Preheat the oven to 350 
degrees. Lightly oil a baking pan 
large enough to hold the fillets 
comfortably. Set aside. 

In a shallow dish large enough 
to hold the fillets, combine the 
orange juice and zest with the 
sesame oil and salt. Add the 
salmon fillets, turning to coat. 
Marinate for 30 minutes, turning 
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the fillets a few times. 

While the fillets are marinat- 
ing. toss the plums with the veg- 
etable oil in a shallow pan. Bake 
in the preheated oven for 20 min- 
utes, turning the plums 2 or 3 
times, until they are cooked 
through but not mushy. Keep 
warm. 

Place the sesame seeds in a 
shallow dish. Place each fillet, 
top-side down, in the sesame 
seeds, pressing down gently, 
then turn over to place, 
sesamo-seed-coated-side up, in 
the prepared pan. Bake in the 
preheated oven for 8 to 10 min- 
utes, just until the fish is done 
and flakes when poked with a 
fork. Be careful-the fish cooks 
very quickly.

The best story I 
know comes from a colleague. On 
a backpack trip deep in the 
Sierras, she and the rest of the 
travelers had just set an elabo- 
rate table. Szechuan shrimp with 
Asian noodles. Coo semis salad 
with fresh vegetables.

And then the bear invited him- 
self to dinner.

What was up with that bear? I 
would have eaten the fresh veg- 
etable first. 

Think camping food and memo- 
ries come to mind: burned marsh- 
al allows. Canned chili. Stale 
bread. Something green? Only if a 
leaf blew across your plate. 

Car-camping meals needn't be 
so bland, so full of beans. In big 
Suburbans or RVs, there's no 
reason not to tote along every- 
thing but the kitchen sink. Plus, 
the home cook's focus on conve- 
nience is a boon to camp chefs. 
Salads come washed and scaled 
in plastic bags. Veggies are 
sliced and cut. Fresh sauces 
such as pesto fill the deli sec- 
tion. And all sorts of fun grains 
sucl) as couscous just need hot 
water. 

Step 1: Put that 
scouting motto to work 

Be prepared. Planning the 
camping meal takes more work 
than meal preparation at home — 
even if it’s the same food. You’re 
not in the comfort of your kitchen, 
and there’s usually no store near- 
by for last-minute items. 

Joyce Pando of Lake Forest, 
Calif-, who teaches a wilderness 
cooking segment of a women’s 
outdoor class offered by the 
Department of Fish and Game, 
polls her family well before they 
leave to find out favorite meals: 
"A week before we head for the 
hills, I compose a chart: 
Breakfast, lunch and dinner, each 
day. Arrival night is the easiest 
meal; busy days are quick meals. 
Perishable products are used 
first.” 

She picks one or two favorite 
one-dish meals, such as a chin, 
and either makes it ahead and 
freeze it, or pre-mixes some of the 
ingredients, such as the spices. 

Tonight’s rice pilaf can be 
tomorrow’s burrito stuffing. The 
green peppers on the grill can dm 
tomorrow’s scrambled eggs. Mix 
a marinade and toss in chicken 
before you leave, storing it deep 
in the ice chest. Grill the chicken 
the first or second night out, 
when it’s at its flavor peak, and 
serve tacos. 


You can eat as well in the wilderness as you do at home | whattotake 


Bring along several packets of 
fresli herbs — sold in plastic bags 
at the grocery store. Basil has a 
great shelf life. Dice and add to 
dishes before serving. Use fresh 
vegetables every way you can 
imagine — toss with hot pasta; 
squirt them with olive oil and 
* grill them over the fire, layer 
them in sandwiches. 

Step 2: Hit the store 

Make a list of ingredients you 
need to buy — look for small 
sizes — and a list for things you 
have that need packing. 

Buy perishables last or at a well- 
stocked store en route. Buy food in 
sturdy packages. Pando likes to 
buy potato chips that come in 
tubes, such as Pringles, so titey 
won’t get crushed. Think about 
what packs well for hikes — trail 
mix, hard cheeses, crackers. 

Step 3: Take the art 
of packing seriously 

Don't put this off until the end, 
said Carole Latimer, author of 
“Wilderness Cuisine” 

(Wilderness Press, Si 2.95). 
Develop a system that suits your 
style. Pack staples together a bug 
of granola and a bag of rice in a 
larger container, for example. Or, 
pack the food needed for each 
day’s meals together, measuring 
ingredients in advance to save 
time at camp. 

Write the preparation direc- 
tions on the plastic bags or take 
recipe photocopies. Store food in 
boxes that you can haul easily to 
and from the trunk, where food 
should be stored to guard against 
animal visitors. 

A couple of boxes of resealable 
bags in several sizes will be your 
best friends; special plastic bot- 
tles sold at outdoor-gear stores 
are good at holding liquids. 

Get to know your ice chest and 
decide on a system here, as well. 
Latimer likes to buy big plastic 
bottles, fill them with fresh water 
— leaving some air at the top — 
and freeze them so they double 
as ice blocks. 

Certain vegetables and fruits 
are good camping companions 
since they have a long shelf life: 
cabbage, potatoes, romainc, 
apples, oranges, jicama, onions, 
garlic, chili peppers, cucumbers, 
zucchini. Snow peas, Latimer 
says, are wonderful; freshen them 
in cold water and they’ll be a 
crisp addition to pilaf, soup or 
grain salad.

Author offers cleaner, greener kitchen 


RHINEBECK, N.Y. (AP) — 
Annie Bcrthold-Bond’s kitchen is 
probably a lor different than 
yours. 

No soda in the refrigerator. No 
ammonia under the sink. No 
cookies in the cupboard. No flour 
in the pantry. No preservatives. 
No food coloring. 

' Instead, her airy country 
kitchen in the Hudson Valley 
boasts black beans drying on the 
counter, rhubarb on the stove 
top, dried seaweed snacks and 
Benhold-Bond mixing up her own 
Sink cleanser with a few squirts 
of natural cleaner and baking 
soda. 

* “The baking soda makes it 
slightly abrasive," she says mid- 
scrub, “and the soap makes it 
rinse really well ... I like it for 
bathtubs, too.” 

Such is life in a kitchen bereft 
of things many of us take for 
granted: taco-flavored snack 
chips, lemon-scented soaps, sug- 
ary cereals, salty canned soups. 

As Bert hoi d-Bond secs it, every 
additive is a potential health 
problem, and the 44-year-old 
mother of one has spent a better 
part of her life figuring out ways 
to avoid them. She complied her 
findings in a new paperback 
book, “The Green Kitchen 
Handbook." 

The book's advice is simple: 
Eat locally grown produce and 
organic foods; avoid prepackaged 
foods loaded with dyes, additives 
and hydrogenated oils; use home- 
made and organic cleaners in 
place of caustic cleaning solu- 
tions. 

. Following the advice is less 
simple. Try finding cheese with- 
out traces of bovine growth hor- 
mones, for instance, or eggs from 
free-range hens. 

Tlie “Green Kitchen" cobbles 
together a strategy for finding 
wholesome foods through farm- 
ers’ markets, co-op buying, gar- 
dening, even foraging. 

Can’t give up your precious cof- 
fee? Your red meat? Your milk? 
Berthold-Bond offers green tips 
on getting the basics, sometimes 



Green recipe 

H ere’s a recipo to fight ants. 

from "The Green Kitchen 
Handbook": 

In a bowl, mix ono cup borax, ono 
cup sugar, and three cups water. 
Place a loose wad of toilet paper 
into four different screw top Jars 
that are about Uie site of shallow 
marinated artichoke Jars. Pour the 
mixture into the Jars until It Is 
about one Inch from the top. Screw 
the lids on the Jars, and with o 
hammer and a nail, moke four to - 
eight holes in the Hd. Place the Jars 
In areas where you have arts, and 
watch them line up into rows to 
march In.

in pinpoint detail, such as: "you 
can protect migratory birds' win- 
ter home habitat by buying cof- 
fee made from shade-grown 
beans." 

If it sounds a bit intense, under- 
stand that it's more than rules to 
live by for Berthold-Bond. The 
rules help her live. 


When she was in her mid-20s, 
environmental toxins started 
making her ill. Her troubles 
began when the restaurant where 
she worked as a waitress had a 
gas leak. Her illness worsened 
when the apartment she shared 
with her husband was fumigated. 

Her guiding principle is that it 


doesn’t have to be bard to create 
a green kitchen — just do what 
you can handle. No one is perfect 
— even Berthold-Bond keeps 
white bread and mayonnaise in 
the refrigerator for her 8-year-old 
daughter. 

You can even do it in the 
supermarket, if you're discern- 
ing. Witness Benhold llond dur- 
ing a test run to a local food store. 

"Here’s a red flag." she says, 
plucking a waxed plum from a 
pile in the produce section. 

The wax can contain fungicides 
or animal byproducts, she says. 
Try the organically grown carrots 
and lettuce instead, she suggests. 

She waves off a wall of hanging 
cold cuts, citing additives. In the 
meat aisle she warns that bits of 
the plastic packaging can leach 
into the food, especially if left in 
the sun. 

But with careful label reading. 
Berthold-Bond makes some finds: 
canned soup without monosodi- 
um glutamate, crackers without 
hydrogenated oil, a loaf of bread 
without enriched flour, natural 
laundry' detergent. 

Yes, often the organic products 
cost more, but she claims it can 
average out when shoppers make 
bulk purchases of things tike rice 
and beans through purchasing co- 
ops.

Screws’ advantages outweigh disadvantages

Probably the most confusing 
thing about screws is they don’t 
all look the same. 

Not all have points on the bot- 
tom. 

They all seem to have different 
heads. 

A few don't have any heads at alL 

The one constant of screws is 
their advantage over nails. That 
far outweighs the disadvantages. 

• Screws have much more 
holding or fastening power than 
most nails. They are able to hold 
hardwoods together as well as 
composite materials such as parti- 
cle board. 

• Screws can be installed more 
easily, with more accuracy and 
often with less damage than 
nails. A screwdriver or power dri- 
ver can drive a screw. Use a ham- 
mer and nails and there's more 
chance for a misdirection and 
damage to the material (not to 
mention to the person wielding 
the hammer). Here is a guide to 
choosing the screw most appro- 
priate for your home project. 

Classification 

Screws are classified in several 
ways. Among the criteria are 
length and thickness. Most 
screws available in hardware 
stores and home centers are from 
1/2 inch-4 inches long. Longer 
screws can be ordered. 

;- Most screws are classified by a 
gauge number. Tltis refers to the 
thickness -the diameter - of the 
screw. Screw gauges run from 2- 
24. Those used most often have 
diameters from 5-14. The lower 
the gauge number the smaller 
the diameter. 

’ When you look at screws, espe- 
cially those in packages, you ivill 
notice two numbers. One number 
refers to the length of the screw, 
tjie other to its thickness. For 
instance, if the numbers are 1 
and 10, the screws are 1 inch long 
and have a moderate tliickriess. 

Shape 

» While most screws have a point 
at the bottom and a head at the 
tjop, not all do. A few look like • 
bolts because they do not have a 


point. These types of screws are 
different from bolts, though. 
They’re meant to be inserted 
where no nut is required to fas- 
ten. 

Then there’s something that’s 
called both a screw and a bolt. It’s 
the lag screw (or bolt). It’s point- 
ed and has threads and a shank. 
It also has an octagonal head that 
must be turned by a wrench or 
socket bit on a power driver. 
Generally, lag screws (or lag 
bolts) are used to fasten heavy or 
thick materials. They're available 
in much larger sizes than the rest 
of the screws. 

Then there's the dowel screw. It 
has points on both ends and 
threads all the way through. It’s 
screwed into a main surface with 
one uf the sharp ends and a dowel 
worked on the other’sharp end, 

Last but not least is the thumb 
screw. More like a bolt because it 
does not have a point, its head is 
vertically flat. It is used to pre- 
vent something from slipping, 
such as a wall-mounted flagpole 
standard in which n thumb screw 
often is used to tighten the pole 
lodged in the standard. 

Head configurations 

A variety of head configura- 
tions — the shape of the heads — 
also can be confusing, but the dif- 
ferences are absolutely necessary 
for the wide variety of tasks the 
different heads must perform. 
Among the configurations are 
pan head, round head, bugle 
head, flat head, square head and 
oval head. Some of these styles 
are self-descriptive; some can eas- 
ily be confused with one another. 

• FLAT. Shaped as its name 
denotes. Most-used of all the 
screws. Head can he installed 


flush with a surface or buried 
slightly using countersink (a drill 
bit the diameter of the screwhead 
which burrows into and rear the 
surface). 

• Bugle. Flat head tapered to 
the thickness of the threaded 
shaft. Found on deck and drywall 
screws. Bugle head screws are 
usually self-tapping (they cut 
their mm holes as they go). 

• Round. Shaped as its name 
implies. Used in situations where 
the head docs not have to be 
buried beneath or set even with 
the surface. 

• Oval. A little bit of the round 
head screws. A small portion 
beneath the head (but larger 
than the shank) is buried beneath 
the surface. It provides excellent 
holding power. It appears as a 
round head, on top of the surface 
hut has a deeper slot than a flat 
head for increased turning 
power. 

• Pan. Very much like a round 
head but threads all the way. No 
shank. 

• Wafer. Extra-wide flat head 
used mostly in drywall. Like hav- 
ing a built-in washer. 

• Square. This is a bit of a mis- 
nomer. Actually “square heads" 
are six-sided. 

Head styles 

This refers to the hole style in 
the head. There arc several 
types, but two are used more 
than any other in :hc United 
States: slot and Phillips. 

• Slot. Flat-blade screwdriver 
fits this head. Uniform depth of 
its groove. 

• Phillips. Two grooves that cross 
at right angles, with their depth 
greatest at center. Considered easi- 
er to drive titan slot. 


If you’re not confused enough 
already, consider this. Screws 
also come in a variety of metals. 
Among them are steel, brass, 
stainless steel and aluminum.

Dear Betty, 

My husband is taking our son 
and daughter on a fishing trip 
this month and I’m sure that their 
good luck will leave me 
swamped. What does one do with 
it all? — Shreveport, LA 

If your anglers have you up to 
your gills in bass, you may want 
to consider freezing some of their 
catch for future use. Heres the 
best method I know that also 
helps prevent freezer bum; start- 
ing with cleaned, filleted fish, dip 
each piece quickly in ice cold 
water to form a gla2C, then 
freeze, uncovered, in a single 
layer, 5 to 10 minutes. Repeat 
until n thick glaze forms on the 
fish; freeze until solid in a single 
layer on a tray. Then wrap, label 
and freeze so just the amount 
needed can be removed at one 
time. 

Keep lean fish such as bass, 
cod or red snapper in the freezer 
4 to 6 months; fatty varieties like 
mackerel, salmon or lake trout 
for only 2 to 3 months. Store 
fresh fish in the refrigerator for 
no more titan two days in plastic 
wrap or wax paper.

It’s amazing what 
the Cleveland Indians’ catcher 
can do when he’s healthy. 

Alomar’s stats - and career - 
have taken a tumble since he was 
voted the AL rookie of die year in 
1990. Healthy at last, Alomar is 
on a torrid hitting streak and 
making an early bid to become 
the first AL catcher to win a bat- 
ting ride. 

"Believe me, it’s not a goal that 
I have," said Alomar, who knows 
the beating inflicted on big league 
catchers. “I don’t come to the ball- 
park expecting to break records. I 
come to the ballpark to produce 
and win games." 

Alomar extended his career- 
best hitting streak to 23 games 
Tuesday night against Minnesota. 
Batting fifth for the first time in 
five years, Alomar lined a two-run 
double with the bases loaded in 
the sixth, tying Ray Fosse for the 
longest hitting streak by a 
Cleveland catcher. Fosse liit in 23 
straight games in 1970. 

The major league record for a 
catcher is 34 games by Benito 
Santiago in 1987. Alomar is eight 
games from the Indians record of 
31 games, set by Nap Lajoic in 
1906. 

Alomar entered die game 
batting .371, second in the 
AL to Frank Thomas and 
.101 higher than his career 
average - one of the biggest 
single-season jumps in the 
historyofbaseball. 

Only two catchers have 
endured the squats, collisions and 
foul tips to win the batting crown, 
both in the NL Ernie Lombardi 
did it twice, hitting .337 for 
Cinrinnati.in 1938 and .330 for 
Boston in 1942.

NEW YORK (AP) - At this 
time last June, John Smoltz was 
14-2, a shoo-in to start the All- 
Star game and well on his way to 
winning the NL Cy Young 
Award. 

These days, though, Smoltz 
would settle for just one victo- 
ry. He’s stuck at 6-7 and is win- 
less in six straight starts for 
the Atlanta Braves, the team 
with the best record in the 
league. 

So what’s the difference? 
"There’s absolutely none," 
insisted Braves manager Bobby 
Cox. “Not to me, there’s not. 
He’s pitched great. Only he 
' doesn’t have the wins to show 
for it.” 

Smoltz lost his fourtfi consecu- 
tive decision Monday night, 3-2 
to the New York Mets. Once 
I again, he fell victim to two famil- 
iar problems - lack of run sup- 
port and the home-run ball. 

Smoltz’s winless streak is his 
longest since he failed to win 
any of his final six starts in 1994, 
a season that ended early 
because he needed elbow 
surgery'. 

“I’ve been one pitch away 
from winning every one of those 
games,” he said. 

"I’ve yet to have a bad game, 
but by my record, it wouldn’t 
indicate that," he said. "People 
who haven’t followed it might 
say, ‘Well, geez, 6-7.’ But the peo- 
ple who follow it, they know it 
could be a great season.” 

Smoltz is below .500 despite a 
3.20 ERA in 17 starts. At this 
point last season, he was 12 
games over .500 with a 2.71 ERA 
in 17 starts. 

The Braves’ batters have 
made it a bit tougher on him, 
too. Last year, when he finished 
24-8, Atlanta averaged 5.1 runs 
each time he pitched. This year, 
he’s getting 4.1 runs per start. 

“The runs haven’t been plenti- 
ful, but that’s not an excuse and 
that’s not why I haven’t won," he 
said. “I can’t be worried about 
how many runs I get." 


His diminished support really 
started in his final game of 1996, 
a 1-0 loss to the New York 
Yankees in Game 5 of the World 
Series. Smoltz has done his best 
to help himself this year - he’s 
batting .395.(15-for-38) with five 
walks. 

"You got to have runs, 
buddy," Cox said. "You ain’t 
going to win games on two runs 
every night.” 

Grog Maddux learned 
that last year. ‘Ihe four- 
time Cy Young winner 
had a 2.72 ERA, a quar- 
ter-run better than 
Smoltz, but finished 15-11. 

“I guess (Smoltz) is the 
unlucky one this year," Braves 
third baseman Chipper Jones 
said. "Somebody is going to get 
left out every year.” 

Lately, Smoltz has had trouble 
keeping the ball in the park. 
He’s given up seven home runs 
in his last four starts, and it was 
Carl Everett’s two-run homer in 
the sixth inning Monday night 


that rallied the Mets. 

"I still didn’t think 3-2 would 
beat me," Smoltz said. 

Smoltz hud his chance to tie 
tile score in the seventh when 
Cox let him bat with a runner on 
third and one out. Smoltz struck 
out against Rick Reed. 

Smoltz finished with his third 
complete game, allowing 10 hits. 
He has pitched at least seven 
innings in 12 straight 
starts. 

The Braves lead the 
NL East and are like- 
ly to make their sixth 
straight trip to the 
playoffs. Smoltz, 30, excels in 
October, having a combined 9-2 
record in the postseason.

The two-time unanimous All- 
America from Wake Forest was 
the picture of boredom Tuesday 
as he waited his all-biit-incvitnblo 
status as the top selection in 
tonight's draft nt the Charlotte 
Coliseum. 

“I’m really anxious to just get 
up there on the stage ami get it 
over with," Duncan told a crowd 
of about three dozen reporters at 
a downtown Charlotte hotel. 

Throughout the 30-minute 
interview session, Duncan rolled 
his eyes at some questions and 
responded to others by dropping 
his head, shaking it from side to 
side and simply saying he didn't 
know. Three times he put his 
head down on the table for brief 
spells, looking like he would have 
been content to take a nap. 

Appearances to the contrary, 
Duncan said he wasn’t bothered 
by the constant barrage of ques- 
tions for his thoughts on various 
subjects. 

"It’s expected. It just comes 
with the territory,” he said. “But 
after a while, you get the same 
questions." 

Barring a monumental trade, 
there’s little question about 
where Duncan is headed to start 


his pro career. The San Antonio 
Spurs hold the first pick in the 
draft, putiing them in the envi- 
able position of fielding a front 


line featuring Duncan and David 
Robinson, an all-star in each of 
his first seven NBA seasons. 

The 6-foot-10, 238-pound 


Duncan is widely regarded as one 
of the most well-rounded players 
to enter the league in years, and 
San Antonio coach and general 


manager Gregg Popovich expects 
him to make an immediate 
impact. 

"It would be senseless to think 
about bringing him along slow- 
ly,” -Popovich said. "This is the 
player of the year. He’s so talent- 
ed.

SOMERS POINT, N.J. - Peaking from 
beneath the shadow of a Tiger stuffed with dol- 
lar signs and surrounded by hype and hyperbole 
is the most dominant golfer in the world. 

With many fans locked in tunnel vision 
focused only on Woods, Annika Sorenstam has 
quietly put up the best record in golf the last 
two years - winning 15 times since 1995, includ- 
ing two U.S. Opens. 

And Sorenstam is just one of the many great 
stories on the LPGA tour lost in Tigennania. 

In fact, while women’s golf may benefit down 
the road from the Tiger-generated boost the 
game has received, right now it may be the great- 
est victim of the single-minded fixation on Woods. 

The LPGA has its deepest pool of young talent 
ever - combined with some compelling veterans 
-yet it was swallowed in Tigennania. 

“Over the last 18 months, Annika Sorensttun 
lias been the best player in golf and that story 
has been somewhat lost," commissioner Jim 
Kitts said this week as the tour stopped at the 
Great Bay Resort & Country Club for the 
Shoprite LPGA Classic. 

"Long term, though, what the Tiger phenome- 
na has meant is that the marginal spons fan has 
heightened interest in the game of golf,” Kitts 
said. "And you add that into the growth already 
in the women's game and it can only help. 
Eventually, people will see that there is more to 
golf than Tiger Woods." 

While Woods has captured the headlines, 
Sorenstam has put together the kind of year that 
just might end up capturing a page in the histo- 
ry Ixioks. 

Sorenstam, who plays this week at the 
Shoprite tournament, has already won four of

die 12 events she's played on the LPGA tour dtis 
year and finished second twice and tliird two 
other times. She has eight top- tl tree finishes in a 
dozen starts. 

In two weeks, she has a chance to duplicate a 
feat accomplished only once in golf - male or 
female - when she tries to win her tiiird consecu- 
tive U.S. Open. The only person to do that was 
Willie Anderson in 1903-05. 

And Sorenstam’s domination has come at a 
time when women's golf is at its strongest, in 
pan because of its tremendous growth around 
the world.

The lop three money winners on the LPGA 
this year - Sorenstam (26), Karrie Webb (22) 
and Kelly Robbins (27) - are all in dieir 20s and 
come from Sweden, Australia and die United 
States. Two other youngsters - Michelle 
McCann (27) and Pat Hurst (28) - have also won 
this year. 

Mixed with the new wave are established 
stars Betsy King and a resurgent Nancy Lopez,

There is also Laura Davies, 
the long-hitter who at age 33 
is at the peak of her game, 
and waiting in the wings is 
Kelli Kuehne, die 20-year -old 
two-time U.S. Amateur 
champion casing onto tour 
with four events this year.

Nonmetal spikes get a grip on golf shoe market

Jack Nicklaus walked into the 
interview room after shooting an 
under-par round at the Memorial 
Tournament, grabbed a seat and 
crossed his legs - ankle resting 
upon knee - as lie prepared to dis- 
cuss his day. 

And there it was. 

Sticking from the shoes of the 
most successful golfer in history 
were not the traditional metal 
spikes but the new breed of golf 
grippers referred to in the trade as 
nonpenetrating spikes. 

A few years ago, nonmetal golf 
spikes were a novelty worn at a 
few clubs where the members 
were worried about protecting the 
greens. Now they are everywhere. 
Doral and Grand Cypress are 
among the major resorts dial have 
joined the rush of private clubs 
going spikeless. 

“We want to give our guests die 
ultimate golfing experience 1 ," said 


Sieve Friedlumlcr, director of golf 
at Doral. "And spikeless golf shoes 
is a feature which will contribute 
to our guest experience.” 

Of the 10D courses on Golf 
Digest’s list of America’s best, -18 
have banned metal spikes, accord- 
ing to Kelly Elhin, vice president 
of marketing for Softspikes, Inc., a 
pioneer in plastic golf spikes, 

Soft spikes are a booming busi- 
ness. 

“We've already shipped in the 
first three months of this year 
more soft golf spikes than we 
shipped all of last year,” said 
Harris MacNeill, president of 
MacNeill Engineering Worldwide. 

MacNeill Engineering, a compa- 
ny that has been making athletic 
cleats since 1931, Softspike and 
Foot joy - which makes its own 
spikes - are the major players in 
the rapidly growing nonmetal 
spike industry. 

“Several years ago the populari- 
ty of soft golf spikes was because 


the greens putted better and were 
more resistant to disease," 
MacNeill said. “Now greens arc 
becoming less and less die issue," 
he said. “The real issue now is peo- 
ple feel better. Their feet and their 
backs don't hurt as much because 
of the nonmetal spikes.” 

Comfort aside, tiicre is also the 
indisputable fact that more and 
more courses are requiring soft 
spikes to reduce wear and tear on 
the greens. Many of the courses 
used for U.S. Open qualifying diis 
year were spikcless, and players 
had to comply. 

Hnlf of this year’s 16 major 
USGA championships are on 
courses that require spikcless 
shoes for members and regular 
play. And according to the USGA, 
20 percent of the players in the 
U.S. Open used nonmetal spikes. 

Valderrama Golf Club, site of 
dus year’s Ryder Cup in Spain, is 
also a spikeless course. 

MacNeill, whose company 


makes the Champ Trcd-Lite and 
Champ Tred-Llte SP soft golf 
spike, said nonmetal spikes were 
originally developed for winter 
play when metal spikes could not 
penetrate the frozen ground. 

The company, which sells steel 
spikes under the names Champ, 
Proshop, Prostyle and Country 
Club, also supplies spikes to 
Adidas, Nike, Reebok, Wilson and 
. Etonic golf shoes. 

In dtose instances where players 
still have a dtoice dtere will be a 
fraction of die market dint doesn’t 
make die sliift to soft golf spikes, 
MacNeill said. 

“I dunk you’re still going to see a 
percentage (with steel spikes),’’ lie 
said. “The low handicaps and pros 
will want metal." 

Soft spikes in general last about 
20 to 25 rounds of golf and fre- 
quent changes need only be made 
in the high-impact areas of the 
shoe. They cost about the same as 
regular spikes.

SAN DIEGO (AP) - A 31-ycar- 
old man who scammed donors by 
carrying a javelin and soliciting 
door-to-door for a bogus athletic 
foundation was sentenced to 14 
years in prison. 

Michael Hagstrom admitted he 
fraudulently collected donations 
for the Olympic Games. 

Hagstrom was sentenced 
Mnnday to 14 years and four 
months, but he had faced as 
much as 153 years in prison after 
pleading guilty to 27 counts of 
burglary and HO counts of petty 
theft with a prior conviction. 
Hagstrom had previously been 
convicted of a local burglary. 

As a condition of his sentence, 
he was ordered to pay more than 
Si, 500 in restitution to dozens of 
victims contacted by a probation 
officer. 

Hagstrom told a probation offi- 
cer he collected the money to 
support an amphetamine addic- 
tion. 

Hagstrom was arrested May- 
19, l‘J%, in l-ncinitas after he 
was spotted carrying a javelin 
while soliciting money door-to- 
door for a group he called the 
United States Athletic 
Foundation. 

Residents said Hagstrom told 
them he was the son of Gen. 
Alexander Haig and an Olympic- 
hopeful. When Hagstrom was 
arrested, he had seven checks 
totaling $430, He was released 
from custody the following day. 

Authorities gave information 
about Hagstrom's arrest to the 
media, and more than 100 people 
around the county called to 
report they had given money to 
Hagstrom, according to court 
records. 

San Diego police rearrested 
Hagstrom on May 23, 199G, and 
charged him with the additional 
crimes as he and his wife were 
preparing to move from their 
Pacific Beach home. 

Hagstrom admitted he never 
planned to participate in the 
Olympics, and court records 
show no money from his check- 
ing accounts had gone to athletes 
or Olympic organizations. 


Holyfield: ‘It’s impossible for 
it not to go my way’ in rematch 


LAS VEGAS (AP) - Evander 
Holyfield surprised a lot of people, 
including Mike Tyson, when he 
won the WBA heavyweight title on 
Nov. 9. He would surprise himself if 
loses the rematch Saturday niglu. 

“It’s impossible for it not to go 
my way,” Holyfield said Tuesday 
after sparring two rounds. 

One reason for Holyfield's confi- 
dence apparently is Itis respect for 
Tyson. 

"He just comes to win each and 
every time,” Holyfield said. “He 
keeps my on my toes.” 

Tyson is a slight favorite to win 
the rematch at the MGM Grand 
Gurdcn. He was a 7-1 betting 
choice at fight time in November. 

At no time after die opening bell 
did Holyfield fight like a man hop- 
ing only to survive, and late in die 
10th round, he had Tyson almost 
out on his feet. Thirty-seven sec- 
onds into the next round, referee 
Milch Halpcm stopped it. 

“I had been heavyweight cham- 
pion of die world twice; I knew how 
to do it,” said Holyfield, who won 
the undisputed title by knocking 


out James “Buster” Douglas in the 
third round in 1990 and who 
regained die IBF and WBA ddes by 
outpointing Riddick Bowe in 1993. 

Asked if he thought die rematch 
might be shorter than the first 
fight, Holyfield said, “It all 
depends on how much he can 
take.” 

Sparring partner Gary Bell 
wouldn't be surprised to sec his 
boss have an easier time Saturday 
night. 

“You saw him,” Bell said after 
Tuesday’s two-round sparring ses- 
sion in a tent. “He's sharper, 100 ' 
percent sharper. His conditioning 
is better. He's like a block of 
cement.” 

Actually, about the only thing 
that could be discerned from the 
two rounds is that Holyfield is 
working on not getting drilled by 
Tyson at die start of die fight. At 
the beginning of each round, Bell 
rushed out and threw a right to die 
head. 

Tyson rocked Holyfield with die 
first punch of the fight, a right to 
die head when he surprised him by 


dipping to the left. He then threw 
the right instead of a left hook, 
which he usually does when he 
dips to the left. 

Should the rematch go the full 
12 rounds, the outcome will be 
decided by Nevada judges Jerry 
Roth, Duane Ford and Chuck 
Giampa, with Halpem of Nevada 
again refereeing. 

Roth also judged the first fight, 
and he had Holyfield leading 96-92 
(6-4 in rounds) after 10 rounds. He 
gave Holyfield 10-8 rounds in the 
sixth when he knocked down 
Tyson and in the 10th when he 
almost had him out. 

Dnlby Shirley of Nevada also 
had it 96-92 (6-4) for Holyfield 
after 10 rounds, while Ferderico 
Vollmer of Venezuela favored 
Holyfield 100-93 (six rounds for 
Holfyficld, four rounds even). 

The final prefight news confer- 
ence is today, with the weigh-in 
Thursday.

NEW YORK (AP) - The NHL 
Board of Governors is expected 
today to approve plans to 
expand into four new cities by 
the year 2000 and realign the 
league to accomodate the new 
clubs. 

The NHL expansion commit- . 
tee recommended last week that 
Nashville, Term.; Columbus, 
Ohio; Atlanta and Minneapolis- 
St. Paul be granted franchises 
for a fee of S80 million each. 

The plan, 
which will ex- 
pand the NHL 
to 30 teams, 
must lie ap- 
proved by a . I 
three-fourths 
majority of 
the existing 
26 teams, but that is considered 
little more than a formality. 

Nashville - the only one of the 
four cities with an arena consid- 
ered suitable for major league 
hockey - would begin play in 
the 1998-99 season. Atlanta 
would start the following sea- 
son, and Columbus and 
Minneapolis-St. Paul would join 
in 2000. 

"I am confident that the 
strength of each of the recom- 
mended markets and ownership 
groups will lead to a successful 
conclusion of this process," 
commissioner Garv Betimun 
said. 

Also on the table is a plan for ■ 
realignment, which would see 
the Eastern and Western confer- 
ences divide their two divisions 
into three. 

A dispute over the Columbus 
franchise is in court where 
Lamar Hunt, part of me original 
ownership group in that city, 
sued the new group. Hum said • 
he should be part of the group 
which includes businessman 
John McConnell, Wolfe 
Enterprises Inc. and developer

In his lawsuit, Hunt said each 
of the original group's mem- 
bers committed about $-1.5 mil- 
lion to the $80 million Nil I.

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Consumer confidence Reserve Board OKs U.S. Bancorp merger 
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NEW YORK — Consumer confidence 

— already at its highest level since 1969 

— kept on rising in June to the surprise 
of many economists. 

The Conference Board, a private busi- 
ness group, said its index of consumer 
confidence rose in June to 129.6 from a 
revised 127.9 the month before. Many 
economists had been expecting con- 
sumer confidence to fall. 

“Consumers continue to be bullish 
about the economy," said Lynn Franco, 
associate director of the Conference 
board’s Consumer Research Center. 

Economists and policymakers watch 
consumer confidence carefully. Higher 
confidence usually suggests people will 
spend more, and that can fuel inflation. 
The prospect of inflation can prompt 
the Federal Reserve to raise interest 
rates. 

Despite the growth in consumer confi- 
dence, economists predicted that other 
signs that inflation is under control will 
keep the Fed from raising short-term 
interest rates at its policy meeting July 1- 

Jolin Lonski, chief economist at 
Moody's Investors Service, noted, for 
example, that department store chain 
sales and auto sales have been soft. 

Tile index is at its highest level since 
August 1969, when it hit 131.7. 

“This 28-year high reflects the sound 
fundamentals in the economy, the 
. strong jo!) market, the low rate of infla-

PORTLAND, Ore. — The Federal 
Reserve Board has unanimously approved 
the acquisition of U.S. Bancorp by 
Minnesota-based First Bank System, clear- 
ing the way for creation of the nation’s 
Mth largest bank. 

Federal Reserve Chairman Alan 
Greenspan joined the four other board 
embers in voting to approve the merger in 
a closed-door meeting in Washington, D.C. 

It was the final regulatory hurdle to the 
acquisition, which will create a hank with 
$69,9 billion in assets and 3.9 million cus- 
tomers in Idaho and 16 other states. 

"The next step is the vote by stockhold- 
ers," First Bank System spokesman Wendy 
Rnway said. 

Stockholders of both companies will 
vote separately on the deal July 31. 

If they agree, First Bank plans to close 
the transaction the following day and 
begin operating under the U.S. Bancorp 
name. The headquarters will remain in 
Minneapolis. 


The combined company plans to cut 
•1,000 jobs, including more than 2,000 in 
the Portland area where it has been head- 
quartered. U.S. Bancorp has told some of 
its managers that they will be among the 
first logo. 

Hie Federal Reserve Board announced 
its vote after the stock market closed on 
Monday. Shares of First Bank fell SI. 25 to 
close at S8-1.875 Monday. U.S. Bancorp 
stock fell 75 cents to dose at $63,875. 

The Federal Reserve rejected objec- 
tions filed by community groups, includ- 
ing a coalition .of rural interests in Idaho, 
Montana, South Dakota and Oregon. They 
wanted a public hearing on the acquisi- 
tion. 

They claim the deal will lead to banking 
job losses, higher hanking fees and 
reduced opportunities for minorities and 
low-income families to get loans. 

But the Fed said no public hearing was 
needed because both hanks have satisfac- 
tory records for fair lending. 

"Examiners found, moreover, no evi- 
dence of illegal discrimination ;i gainst 


Native Americans or any other racial 
group,” the Fed said. 

The Fed said it could not prevent job 
losses and believed the combined compiuiy 
would meer the credit needs of its cus- 
tomers. 

Ben Crabtree, an analyst for Dain 
Bos worth Inc., said the new combined 
bank has good prospects for long-term 
growth. But he said some investors were 
worried that the bank might lose cus- 
tomers as its rival, Wells Fargo & Co., did 
after it acquired First Interstate Bancor]). 
Widespread complaints about customer 
service followed the acquisition. 

“I think First Bank is taking a lot of pre- 
cautions to make sure that doesn't hap- 
pen," he said. 

Kenneth 'Dtomas, a hank e.V(ierf and lec- 
turer at The Wharton School at the 
University of Pennsylvania, said the Fed 
approves all big hank mergers unless there 
are serious questions about fair lending or 
financial soundness. 

“The Fed Ixtlievus bigger banks are bet- 
ter " Thomas said. 


Stocks come charging back in big fashion 


NEW YORK - The stock market 
stormed back toward record levels 
Tuesday, adding more than 150 points to 
the Dow Jones industrial average as 
investors quickly decided that Monday’s 
tailspin was an overreact ion. 

The Dow rose 153.80 to 7,758.06, mov- 
ing within -10 points of Friday's record 
mark and recouping most of Monday’s 
192-point tumble, which was the biggest 
point-loss by the blue-chip average since 


the 1987 market crash. 

Most broad-market indicators also 
bounded back from the previous ses- 
sion’s plunge, led hy technology and 
drug stocks. The technology-rich Nasdaq 
market set a new high. 

As in Monday's downturn, most of 
Tuesday’s action took place in the final 
two hours of trading. But analysts found 
the volatility less than surprising with : 
the market trading at such lofty levels 
and the second quarter quickly coining 
to a dose.

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Median home value tops $90,000; most expensive in West

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
American homes are snazzier than 
ever before with amenities rare or 
unavailable to many of our grand- 
parents, and their prices reflect it. 

The Census Bureau reported 
• Monday the price of the typical 
American home has topped 
590,000, soaring over 110-grand in 
the suburbs. 

Americans relaxing in hot baths 
or air conditioning enjoy comforts 
far better than when the govern- 
ment took its first detailed look at 
housing in 1940. 

Back then, nearly two out of five 


homes lacked a shower or bathtub. 
Air conditioning was almost nonex- 
istent and heat often meant feed- 
ing a furnace wood or dusty coal. 
Many homes were still lighted with 
kerosene lamps. 

Now, just 1.5 percent of homes 
lack complete plumbing, only 5 
percent report inadequate heating 
and tlirec-quarters - 75.5 percent 
— are air-conditioned, said the 
bureau’s American ‘Housing 
Survey, which was conducted in 
1995. 

The washing machine, a fixture 
in 77.5 percent of homes, has 


become even more common than 
the air conditioner, while 53.7 per- 
cent of dwellings lave an automat- 
ic dishwasher. 

Electricity, refrigerators and 
television are so common that the 
bureau no longer bothers to ask 
about them in its survey. 

Married couples occupy a slim 
majority of housing units, 52.4 per- 
cent, the study found, and 93.7 per- 
cent of housing units have tele- 
phones. 

Nationally, the median housing 
value was $92307, up from $86329 
in 1993. Median means half of all 


homes cost more than that, half 
less. 

By comparison, the median price 
was $2,938 in 1940, the equivalent 
of $27,400 in inflated 1990 dollars. 
Using those same 1990 dollars, the 
median value of homes rose to 
$39,900 in 1950, $52,500 in I960, 
S57.300 in 1970, $74,900 in 1980 
and $79,100 in 1990. 

It won’t surprise many Californians 
to learn that the West is the nation’s 
costliest housing region, with a medi- 
an value of $140,323 per home in 
1995. That was up from $134,430 in 
1993.

from S116.102. Homes in the 
Midwest had a median value of 
$80,149, up from $71,898, and in 
the South the cost of $76,017 was 
an increase from $70376 two years 
earlier. 

The median suburban home was 
valued at $112,836 in 1995, com- 
pared with $98303 in urban areas 
and $80318 in rural regions. 

Homes 4 years old or less had a 
median value of S124390, and the 
typical cost of mobile homes was 
$18,958. 


Micron plans to spend 
$1 billion next: year 

BOISE (AP) — Micron Technology 
Inc will invest most of its $1 billion 
capital budget next year to keep its 
local factory on the cutting edge of 
computer-chip manufacturing. 

The budget for new equipment 
and buildings is 67 percent more 
than what Micron is spending this 
year. The enormous expenditure 
signals the company’s intent to con- 
tinue investing in Idaho at the same 
time it brings its factory in Lehi, 
Utah, on line. 

Micron makes dynamic random 
access memory chips — or DRAMs 
— primarily for personal computers.

“We arc 
holding for ransom the following — wo 
Teeny Beanie Babies, one Toy Story cowboy, 
two dalmatian puppies, one Mystery Machine 
van, one Bugs Bunny basketball guy. 

“If you want their safe return, come up 
with the cash within 24 hours or they will 
be tortured." 

Arruda, whose co-workera often toy with 
her toys at the Bristol County office of the 
Department of Labor and Training in 
Warren, went straight to work on the case. 
“I said, 'OK, who took them?’ " 

Happily, “they confessed without, any 
torture. But somebody blamed somebody 
else and then that person said, no, it was 
the other person.” 

It was the classic blame-the-other-guy 
runaround, but in the end Arruda can smile 
and soy that “I got my Beanie Babies back," 
which is a very good thing because, after 
all, she’s the manager of the DLT office. 

Lots of people make their offices a little 
homier and less austere by installing pic- 
tures of their families or plaques from golf- 
ing victories or even diplomas. But Arruda. 
who often uses the toys to entertain the 
children of visiting clients, has joined a 
growing list of people who have brought a 
touch of whimsy to the workplace. 

Mayor Vincent A. Cianci Jr.’s office in 
Providence City Hall not only has a parade of 
photos of hizzoner with die Ukcs of President 


Clinton and Jane Pauley and former New 
York Mayor Ed Koch and Vice President Al 
Gore and Queen Elizabeth II of England and 
President Oscar Luigi Scalfaro of Italy. 

There are also tiny replicas of City Hall 
in gold and plaster, the ground-breaking 
shovel from Providence Place, the trowel 
from construction on the Children’s 
Museum, a replica of an old water wagon 
from the Providence Fire Department, a 
tiny director's chair with “Mayor Cianci’’ 
embossed on top. A multi-colored croquet 
mallet is propped next to the fireplace. 

His sports memorabilia — including the 
first ticket to the first game die Providence 
Bruins played at the Civic Center, stuff 
from the New England Patriots and a red, 
white and blue basketball from the 
Harlem Globetrotters — is in storage while 
a case is made for them, says the mayor. 

Ciand reaches under his desk and pulls 
out a toy bank shaped like a toilet that makes 
flushing sounds, “for when people ask me for 
grants," he says with a mischievous smile. 

If he’s in a kindlier mood, he might 
instead use his toy wizard that’s encased in a 
crystal ball Ganri gets a kick out of waving 
his hand over it to make the wizard light up. 
Ask the wizard a question and, with flashing 
lights, it might respond to a grant seeker 
with something like "The future is cloudy." 

The mayor says that besides creating a 
homey atmosphere, his toys cater to his 
playful side. 

That’s certainly the case with Mike 
Watt, executive vice president of the 
Sonalysts movie studios in Waterford, 
Conn. Watt rules his office from a 1950s 
barber chair that “I found on the sidewalk 
outside a Deep River antiques shop. It cost 


$250 and a little upholstery work.” 

From “the chair" Watt can reach out to his 
phone collection, including a railway phone 
that comes with a head set, one that looks 
like something Flash Gordon might have 
used and America’s first pay phone, which 
was built by the Gray Phone Co. of Hanford. 

More than 13 clocks are stationed 
around the room, most set to various time 
zones around the world, at least when their 
batteries are working. 

“One is set to San Francisco time because 
my twin daughters live there,” he says. 
"One dock is set to Tokyo time because my 
sister lives there and when I look at it, I 
think of her.” Another is set to Brussels time 
"because my sister used to live there.” If 
you need to know the current time in 
Guangzhou, China, you're in luck, too. 

On a huge half-circle desktop that he 
built himself out of plywood to accommo- 
date all his other stuff, sit file folders, an 
answering machine, an e-mail printer and 
enough knicknacks to hold a yard sale with. 

‘Tm known sort of as Inspector Gadget 
by my friends,” says Watt with a laugh. 

“It’s something to break the ice that peo- 
ple can talk about,” says University of 
Rhode Island president Robert Carothers 
of people who collect tilings. Carothers has 
a whale collection. 

‘‘They come into my office and say, ‘Oh, 
I sec you like whales. Let me tell you my 
whale story. 

“I've got them in glass and wood and 
porcelain,” continues Carothers, looking 
around his office. “It’s amazing die tilings 
Unit people make. My Scotch tape dispenser 
is a bronze whale. And my paperweights are 
all clips shaped like brass whales. 


‘Tve got a leaded glass whale with an Ahab 
and a wire tiiat runs bum Ahab to the whale's 
harpoon. Some of the guys at the carpentry 
shop here took the loiters TJRT in wood and 
converted them into a whale. Some of my 
whales are bonks and some of diem arc can- 
dles and some of them ore ... dierc are all 
kinds of different whales here.” 

Carothers's collection started dose to 20 
years ago, when he bought a couple of 
whale items after completing his doctoral 
dissertation on Herman Melville’s Moby 
Dick. Soon afterwards it seemed as though 
anyone who spotted a whale in a gift shop 
would bring it back to him. Now there are 
about 100 whales, he estimates. Many are 
in his office; some arc at home. 

The whale mania didn’t start at URI, 
which is famous for its oceanography 
school, but in the Midwest, where 
Carothers got his doctorate. “My attach- 
ment to whales began as literary and only 
later became biological,” he says cheerful- 
ly. The whale collection traveled with him 
to URL though, where “it seemed to be a 
little better fit tiian it did in Minnesoia. 

“I like diem,” he adds. “They make a nice 
atmosphere to be around.” “It is comfort- 
ing,” says Arruda of her collection. “It's 
calming The Beanie Babies are really cute 
because they’re all very colorful and they all 
have different tittle names on their tags.” 

On the odier hand, sometimes a collec- 
tion can threaten to take drarge. 

“Do not feed the Klingon” reads the sign 
on the door to Mike Cabral's office at 
Axelrod Music, the 87-year-old family- 
owned Providence music and instrument 
store drat he took over a couple of years 
ago with his wife, Sandy Axel rod -Cabral. 


And well it should. Standing on the other 
side of the door is a life-sized cardboard 
a ut of Gowron, die Klingon leader from 
Star Trek. The sign went up, says Gibral, 
because the sight of the glowering Gowron 
“used to scare the cleaning people.” 

But Gowron is just the tip of Cabral’s own 
wacky little galaxy, which overflows with 
goodies. A lifasized dummy in a diair holds a 
pink pig with a nameplate that reads “Pigg” 
A tiny Ixsir rides a unicyde back and forth 
on a high wire. German-made aerial tram 
cars zip luck and forth overhead. A human- 
size plastic rolxii moves its head and amts. 

And there’s more: A 3-foot -tall yellow 
construction crane sits at the edge of 
Cabral’s desk, opposite a 3-foot-tall stole- 
ion in a Red Sox cap that holds a sign read- 
ing “take a number.” A tuba sits on the 
floor. A non-working bear trap lies under 
die desk. There's a revolving model of the 
solar system, another overhead tram that 
circles the room, a foot-long mechanical fly 
(“from my Lego phase”) that can flap its 
wings, a tiny guillotine and lots more. 

In one comer, balls clank and plop as 
they roll through a Rube Goldberg con- 
traption of ramps and tracks and tunnels 
on an endless journey to nowhere. “I find it 
soothing” says Gibral, who also has Ids old 
replacement heart valves encased in plas- 
tic in the “cardiac corner” of his down- 
stairs office on Weyhosset Street. 

Overhead, a large choo-choo train chugs 
around a track suspended from the ceiling by 
custom-made wooden trestles (“which cost 
more titan the train"). Atop an old file cabinet, 
a tiny N-gauge train buzzes around a track. 

“There are strobe lights hidden all over 
the office," he points out helpfully.

■*Wl* had four sure tricks 
against four hearts," observed 
West. "Why didn’t you lake your 
spade ace at trick one?" 

"I thought your lead of the 
deuce surely promised an honor," 
replied East. The discussion did 
not end there. 

West led his spade deuce, dum- 
my played lo«v, and East inserted 
his 10 , losing to South’s singleton 
queen. South crossed to dummy’s 
dub ace to start the’ trumps, and 
dummy’s eight went to West’s 
queen. South ruffed the next 
spade, and when he led a trump to 
4Cast's ace, the defense could win 
only one more trick. After drawing 
the last trump, South was happy 
to concede the diamond ace, and 
he claimed 10 tricks. 

Who gets the blame for losing 
the setting trick? 

West argued that East should 
have played his ace, in spite of 
West's lead of the spade deuce. 
"Looking at that dummy, what 
could South have discarded on the 
spade king if he did hold a small 
singleton?" 

"A small singleton hy South is 
not the only problem.” replied 
East. "What if he held two small, 
and you led the deuce from Q-x-x? 
Then I give him a trick he isn't en- 
titled to win." 

The verdict? West gets the 
blame for choosing a poor lead. 
Since West had raised spades, it 
was misleading for him to lead the 
deuce. It was belter for him to 
lead a "top-of-nothing" nine. This 
lead would have denied an honor, 
and East would have had no rea- 
son to refuse to win his ucc.
